TAKE TIME WITH YOUR CHILD! 
FUN THINGS TO DO 
by Irmgard R. Koscielniak 
Extension Agent, Home Economics 


Infant 

* Hold up your child to see her/his reflection in the 
mirror. 

* Place a toy a short distance away trom your child; 
encourage her/him to crawl to the toy. 

* Help your child point to pictures in a book and name 
them. 

* Let your child turn pages in a book; try cardboard 
ones first. 

* Play pat-a-cake together. 

* Use a large beachball to help your child roll and 
catch a ball. 

* Play finger games such as "this little piggy" with your 
child. 

Toddler 

Pudding Finger Paint: You need 1/3 0z. package in- 
stant pudding, milk, plastic bowl with tight fitting lid, and 
paper or cookie sheet. 

To do: Prepare pudding according to directions on the 
package. Let your child help pour the pudding mix and 
milk into the plastic bowl. Let your child shake the bowl 
to mix the pudding. 

Spoon a small amount of pudding on z piece of paper 
or cookie sheet and let your child use her/his fingers to 
create a design. Don’t worry if your child gets the urge to 
lick her/his fingers, it's pudding! 

Pre-School 

Nature Scavenger Hunt-- Take your child on a summer 
walk. Before you go, make up a list of simple things to 
look lor, such as round pebble, red leaf, clover leaf, milk- 
weed pod, acorn, forked twig, dandelion, daisy, etc. 

School Age 

Capillary Action--Did you ever wonder how a paper 
towel can soak up a spill or how water gets from a plant’s 
roots to its leaves? The name for this is “capillary action.” 

Need: 4 stalks of fresh celery with leaves, red and blue 
food coloring, 4 paper towels, ruler, measuring cup, vege- 
table peeler, and old newspapers. 

fo Do: Lay the four pieces of celery in a row on a cut- 
ting board or counter. Line them up to match the place 
where the stalks and leaves meet. Cut all four stalks of 
celery 4 inches below where the stalk and the leaves meet. 

Put the four stalks in four separate cups of purple wa- 
ter (use 10 drops red and 10 drops of blue food coloring 
for cach half cup of water). 

Label four towels in the following way: 2 hours, 4 
hours, 6 hours, 8 hours. (You may need to place newspa- 
pers under the paper towels.) 

I:very few hours from the time you put the celery into 
the cups, remove one of the stalks and put jt on the cor- 
rect towel. Notice how long it takes for the leaves to start 
changing. Take the stalk you removed from the water and 
carefully peel the rounded part with a vegetable peeler to 
see how far up the stalk the purple water has traveled. 
Help your child find other things around the house to ex- 
periment with capillary action. You may want to try tow- 
eS sponges, old sweat socks, brown paper bags, flowers,

Marylanders spent more 
than $147 million on tax- 
able entertainment during 
January, February, and 
March 1997, about 23% 
more than during the same 
three months of the previ- 
Ous year, according to State 
Comptroller Louis L. Gold- 
stein. "Many of Maryland’s

Marylanders spent $58.5 
million for admissions to 
athletic events, a 47.3% in- 
crease over the same period 
last year. Statewide spend- 
ing for athletic facilities and 
cquipment rentals — held 
steady at $3.8 million. 

“This year’s mild winter 
weather created some dra- 
matic changes in patterns of 
spending as well,” Goldstein 
said. "For example, state- 
wide spending on golf 
greens fees, cart rentals, 
and driving ranges in- 
creased by 87.5% to $3.8 
million, reflecting the mild- 
er winter weather. At the 
same time, spending on ski- 
ing and ski rentals declined 
by 81.9%, to $1.5 million, 
from the same period a 
year ago when we had more 
snow.” 

Statewide spending for 
coin-operated amusement 
devices increased by 36%, 
to more than $12.8 million. 

Marylanders spent more 
than $25.6 million on movie 
tickets, nearly a 17.6% in- 
crease over the same period 
last year. Theater and con- 
certs in the state also at- 
tracted more entertainment 
dollars for the January- 
March 1997 period. Spend- 
ing in this category in- 
creased by 11.6%, to about 
$1.6 million. 

"The money Marylanders 
spend on entertainment 
generates admissions and 
amusement (tax revenue, 
which our office collects for 
Maryland’s counties, cities, 
and towns,” Goldstein said. 

The comptroller noted 
that individual checks are 
on their way to local gov- 
ernments for their share of 
the $11,829,518 in admis- 
sions and amusement tax 
receipts. 

Included in the distribu- 
tion is a check for 
$3,085,855 for the Maryland 
Stadium Authority’s share 
of admissions and amuse- 
ment tax receipts.

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KEEPING AN EYE ON THE ’NET 

I have recently seen a number of news items about the 
Internet, and I would like to try to tie them together with 
a bit of commentary. 

The first thing I saw noted that it is possible for some 
people to find a job using the ’Net. Prospective employers 
are matched up with the resumes and other information 
about potential employees, using the services of several 
different agencies’ home pages. 

Unfortunately, these services are only available to those 
seeking servicc and professional careers. lor example, the 
site www.financialjobs.com offers information about jobs 
in accounting, financial planning, tax preparation, and 
stock brokerages. Similarly, the site www.enginceringjobs. 
com provides job leads to people with engineering de- 
grees. There are sites for the health care industry, educa- 
tion, and data processing, as well. All resumes are num- 
ber-coded to ensure anonymity and to prevent the embar- 
rassment of being contacted by your present employer! 

The fact that the offerings are limited to professional 
jobs today is no reason to assume that this will always be 
the case. As unemployment declines, employers are look- 
ing for more cost-effective ways to seek new employees. 
Using the ’Net is cheaper and more efficient than using 
the services of a job-placement firm. 

Just as you get your wings, "surfing the "Net," though, 
you have to be careful about a couple of things. The first 
relates to the names of these Internet sites. A committee 
has been created recently to try to establish control over 
these names. 

It seems that there is no uniform control at the mo- 
ment, so that anyone can name his/her site something that 
matches the name of a respectable company. Apparently, 
some such sites have been used to defraud consumers who 
thought they were dealing with a reputable company or 
organization. The new committee will have the power to 
prevent this and to take names away from inappropriate 
halders. 

For now, the rule should be, always make sure you 
know whose Web site you are on. Fven if the name is mis- 
leading, there are plenty of words and trademarks that 
identify real companies. To be super-safe, never give your 
credit card number to anyone over the ’Net. Virtually all 
sites offer you the option of printing an order form and 
mailing it in. 

Finally, there is the thorny question of censorship. As 
the networks are currently addressing the issue of televi- 
sion ratings, the Supreme Court is considering a law re- 
stricting access to sites with “adult” content. This matter 
has taken a twist in several large cities. 

Public libraries often provide computer workstations 
with access to the Internet. It seems that teens and young- 
er children have begun to use these workstations to get 
access to adult sites and have been caught viewing and 
downloading pornography or participating in adult conver- 
sations. 

There have even been complaints from library patrons 





who are simply passing by these computers and are pre- 


sented with fullscreen color images that are offensive, to 
say the least. Libraries have defended themselves against 
censorship for centuries, and rightly so. However, they had 
better catch on to this problem fast, or they may find 
themselves losing public funding or being subjected to un- 
wanted restrictions from Congress. 

The simplest solution that [ can think of is to restrict 
the machines that children can use. There is plenty of 
software available, and many parents use it at home, to 
prevent access to objectionable sites. Just put the adults- 
only machines in a separate room and keep children out 
of it, Make sure that the machines are in carrels or cu- 
bicles so that passers-by are not exposed to things they do 
not wish to see. 

These three topics only scratch the surface of the chal- 
lenges facing technology, especially the Internet. For good 
and bad, it is here to stay. Discerning users must always 
be alert and cautious as they take advantage of the possi- 
bilities.

MVA To Change 
Driver’s License 


Requirements 


Effective June 2, 1997, 
new Maryland driver's li- 
cense applicants must show 
two proofs of residence as 
part of the application pro- 
cess. Motor Vehicle Admin- 
istration (MVA) officials 
have enacted emergency 
regulations which are ex- 
pected to reduce the num- 
bers of Maryland driver's 
license and ID card holders 
who are not Maryland resi- 
dents. 

"Because the drivers’ li- 
censes and ID cards are the 
keys to so many other 
transactions, the MVA must 
ensure that the information 
given to us is correct,” said 
MVA Administrator Anne 
S. Ferro. "Maryland law re- 
quires the holder of a 
Maryland driver’s license to 
be a resident of the state. 

"During the last few 
years we have scen a dra- 
matic rise in the numbers of 
applicants who actually do 
not live in Maryland. As a 
result we must spend time 
verifying questionable infor- 
mation, which is time con- 
suming, allows room for er- 
ror, and is unfair to cus- 
tomers who must wait while 
non-residents complete 
their transactions,” she add- 
ed. 

The regulatory change 
will add several additional 
identification documents 
that applicants can use to 
prove their identity. The 
MVA will climinate out-of- 
country birth certificates as 
acceptable identification 
documents. Instead, out-of- 
country applicants will need 
to show a valid passport 
and visa. 

With the new residency 
requirements for the driv- 
er’s license, the MVA will 
be more consistent with the 
requirements of neighboring 
states, many of which have 
the same or stricter applica- 
tion criteria.

Riders Welcome 


A local chapter of the 
Christian Motorcyclists 
Association (CMA) has 
been established, named the 
Faith Mountain Gospel 
Riders. The CMA is a 
nationwide non-profit inter- 
denominational  organiza- 
tion, according to the local 
chapter’s public relations 
officer, Tony Sullivan. 

The current Faith Moun- 
tain Gospel Riders’ presi- 
dent is David Traccy, who 
organized the group in early 
1995 with the support and 
guidance of two Pennsylva- 
nia CMA representatives. 
The chapter was chartered 
in July 1995 and currently 
has 23 members. 

The purpose of the 
CMA, Sullivan said, is to

Christ. with motorcyclists 
one heart at a time.” The 
CMA strives to encourage 
and conduct public worship, 
personalized ministry, and 
Christian evangelistic cru- 
sades among motorcyclists;

Ihe CMA also supports 
Missionaries around the 
world by supplying Bibles, 
motorcycles, bicycles, and, 
in one case, a horse. 

"We get vehicles to peo- 
ple who need them to carry 
on a ministry,” Sullivan 
explained. “In one instance, 
the only ‘vehicle’ one guy 
could feasibly ride was a 
horse, so that’s what we got 
for him.” 

The Bibles are delivered 
to areas of the world where 
these books are banned, 
Sullivan said. 

As for activities and rides 
of the group, Sullivan said 
the group attempts to plan 
for all interested persons, 
no matter what size motor- 
cycle they may ride. 

“The rides are planned 
and adjusted as much as 
possible for the size and 
style, as well as the experi- 
ence, of all riders," Sullivan 
said. “If the word ‘trip’ 
makes you uneasy, we do 
include local rides, and our 
longest trips have been 
shorter than 250 miles 
round trip.”

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Senators Discuss Tax Relief, 
Endangered Species Reform 


If the congressional 
budget process stays on 
track, farmers should sce 
some form of tax relief 
enacted this year on capital 
gains, estate taxes and 
deferred payment contracts, 
the Senate’s top Democrat 
said last week. 

Speaking at the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau I-cdera- 
tion’s governmental rela- 
tions conference, Senate 
Minority Leader Tom 
Daschle (1D-S.D.) said that 
completing work on the 
budget agreement ham- 
mered out a few weeks ago 
between the administration 
and congressional leaders 
represents "the most impor- 
tant job (in) this Congress.” 

"There's absolutely no 
reason we can’t finish the 
job,” said Daschle. Although 
the budget deal has been 
criticized from all sides 
since it was struck on May 
2, Daschle expressed confi- 
dence that Congress will 
soon start the nuts-and- 
bolts tasks of passing a 
budget resolution, crafting 
spending bills and tax cuts. 

Daschle was emphatic 
about protecting ethanol tax 
incentives during Congress’ 
tax-writing process. He said 
that ending the tax credit 
for ethanol production 
before its scheduled expira- 
tion in 2000 should “not be 
negotiable.” Ilouse Ways 
and Means Committee 
Chairman Bill Archer (R- 
lexas) is secking to kIH the 
provision 

Daschle was less certain 
when asked whether Con- 
gress would tackle two 
environmental measures, 
Endangered Species Act 
reform and the Eaviron- 
mental Protection Agency's 
proposed air quality stan- 
dards. "Nothing’s going to 
move quickly,” he said, 
referring to the I:SA. 

And although Congress 
has had many discussions 
with L:PA about its pro- 
posed air quality standards, 


he said it was unlikely that 
Congress would soon step 
in and modify the agency’s 
proposal. 

With much of lawmakers’ 
attention focused on tax 
and budget issues, Daschle 
said it’s not likely that envi- 
ronmental issues with rami- 


fications for farmers--ESA 


reform in particular--will 
move very quickly. 

But, Daschle said, "if 
there’s anybody who can 
find a way to make (ESA 
reform) happen, it would be 
Kirk Kempthorne.” Daschle 
noted the Idaho Republican 
senator's success in stecring 
the Safe Drinking Water 
Act through the 104th Con- 
gress. 

Kempthorne focused on 
the issue of I:SA reform 
when he spoke to the Farm 
Bureau group the previous 
day. 

"There are few pieces of 
law on the books today that 
really are pitting man

against land, as is the En- 
dangered Species Act,” 
Kempthorne — said. "So, 
something ought to be done 
about it.” 

Kempthorne introduced 
his first bill to reauthorize 
ESA about 18 months ago, 
but in the 104th Congress 
that effort was overtaken by 
squabbles over the Clean 
Water Act, regulatory re- 
form, the budget crisis and 
the subsequent government 
shutdown. It meant that 
reform of environmental 
legislation was "for the most 
part, doomed,” he said. 

Kempthorne said propo- 
nents of ESA reform have 
had to "get smarter and be 
more innovative” than the 
opposition. They have had 
to "offer a better way to 
save species and jobs” and 
communicate that ESA re- 
authorization could be 
"both pro-species and anti- 
bureaucracy.” Kempthorne 


said his draft legislation 
does just that. 

"Our effort on the En- 
dangered Species Act must 
also be bipartisan in order 
to be successful,” Kemp- 
thorne said. "I want to use 
that same approach. My job 
has been to advance the 
cause of real reform and 
bring balance back to the 
effort to save endangered 
species without jeopardizing 
the communities that have 
to live with those species.” 

Kempthorne said his bill, 
co-authored by Senate 
I:nvironment and Pubhe 
Works Committee Chair- 
man Joh Chaffee (R-R.L.), 
"will bring real and funda- 
mental reform” to the ESA. 

Deputy Agriculture Sec- 
retary Richard Rominger 
devoted his time at the 
podium to other issues 
impacting the  farmer’s 
pocketbook. He said in 
order to continue expanding | 
economic security for all 
farmers and_ ranchers, 
would trade must be ex- 
panded. 

Agriculture, he — said, 
must continue to push for 
further progress on trade 
liberalization during the 
next round of world trade 
talks and discussions re- 
garding a Western Hemi- 
sphere free trade zone and 
the Asia-Pacific conomic 
Cooperation pact. 

"As trade barriers come 
down, more countries are 
finding different ways to 
protect their markets,” he 
said. 

In addition to trade, 
Rominger said that in order 
to continue feeding a grow- 
ing world a balance must be 
struck between envirdne 
mental concerns and mhiit-: 
taining a healthy agricultur- 
al economy. Part of that * 
plan includes the conserva- 
tion reserve program. 

CRP, he said, is no lon- 
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ger “just a soil protection 
program.” No longer is the 
Agriculture Department 
using CRP to "manage 
supply and demand.” The 
program is now geared to 
give highest priority to "land 
that will pay the highest 
environmental dividends 
when taken out of intensive 
agricultural production.” 
So far, USDA has re- 
ceived about 300,000 sepa- 
rate offers for CRP enroll- 
ment covering about 23 
million acres. Of that 
amount, eight million acres 
would be new to the pro- 
gram. Farmers in Texas, 
North Dakota and Montana 
have submitted the most 
acreage for consideration. 
"We are still in the pro- 
cess of analyzing the offers, 
but we hope to begin noti- 
fying farmers (about wheth- 
er their bids have been 
accepted) before the end of 
May,” Rominger said. 
Rominger also highlight- 
ed USDA's effort to pro- 
vide disaster relief to farm- 
ers and ranchers affected by 
the Red River flood in the 
upper Midwest. In addition 
to providing food aid and 
other immediate assistance, 
Rominger said USDA is 
secking an additional $60 


million for a flood-related 

emergency loan program.

1991, 4.3 million acres of 
prime and unique farmland 
were overrun, nearly 50 
acres every hour of every 
day.

WVU Extension News 
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Bill Shockey, Preston Co. Ag Agent 
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Eastern Tent Caterpillar 
Appears To Be Down This Year 

It may be a cool spring, but the West Virginia Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has received only a very limited 
number ol phone calls this year on one of our most 
common spring defoliating insects. Eastern tent caterpillar 
moths lay their eggs in carly summer on the branches of 
trees, especially wild black cherry trees, their favorite. The 
following spring, those cggs hatch and the tiny caterpillars 
begin building their familiar silk tents. The caterpillars 
stay inside the tents, when not feeding on the foliage, as 
they mature. The tents are enlarged as the caterpillars 
grow. 

Once the insects reach full size, which is normally in 
carly to mid-May, depending on weather and temperature 
conditions, the caterpillars migrate off the trees and 
wander around looking for a place to spin a cocoon, 
hey ll pupate, which is when they change or metamor- 
phose into moths, just about anywhere. ‘This could be on 
the side ol a house, in the leaves or under tree bark. 

it's when they start wandering around that the depart- 
ment begins to get a lot of calls. Mhis is when the caterpil- 
lars are most visible. People get concerned when they see 
so many of them all over the place. 

About two to three weeks alter spinning their cocoon, 
the caterpillars will emerge as moths, which mate and lay 
cggs on tree branches. The cycle continues for another 
year.

"It’s very simple,” said 
Grossi, a third-generation 
northern California rancher 
who has headed AFT since 
1985. "The nation’s best and 
most productive farmland is 
being needlessly destroyed. 
The destruction of our best 
farmland by sprawling de- 
velopment reduces our 
agricultural efficiency, in- 
creases tensions between 
farmers and == suburban 
neighbors, leads to higher 
tax burdens and puts great- 
er pressure on less produc- 
tive, more environmentally 
fragile lands here and 
around the world. “Our 
country needs to refocus its 
efforts and energies on 
saving its best farmland for 
future generations, or we 
will lose an irreplaceable 
natural resource.” 

To counter the alarming 
loss of farmland, AIT 
called for improved federal, 
state and local policies and 
programs and better re- 
search and information. 

On the federal level, it 
advocated — strengthening 
and enforcing the l‘armland 
Protection Policy Act, ex- 
panding the Farmland Pro- 
tection Program and enact- 
ing federal estate tax re- 
forms. It also said federal 
agencies should quantify the 
impact of farmland conver- 
sion on key environmental 
measures such as water and 
air quality, wildlife habitat 
and rural economic health. 
The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, it recommend- 
ed, should define farmland 
by its agricultural impor- 
tance and vulnerability to 
rapid urban development. 

American Farmland 
Trust called on local com- 
munities to undertake a 
land inventory and analysis 
of development trends and 
risks, agree on which farm- 
land to save, and adopt 
necessary policy reforms 
such as purchase of devel- 
opment rights programs and 
agricultural zoning.

AFT defined as 
unique land with special

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are grown. Development

someone other than their innmediate family unless they 
are certified. By passing the 4-H Tractor Certification 
Program, a 14- to 16-year-old gets a certificate which is 
actually a driver’s license for tractor operators. If you 
wesk on a farm, or plan to this summer, you should take 
part in the 4-H Tractor Certification Program so that you 
can drive a tractor. 

This certification program is being oflered June 9, 10, 
and [[, 1997, at Garrett Community College, McHenry, 
Maryland, from 9:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. each day. Youth 
ages 14 and older completing the course will receive a 
certificate. Youth ages 12 and 13 are invited to attend, but 
will not be certified. 

The course includes classroom instruction in both 
tractor and machine safety, practice driving time, and a 
written and practical test. The training curriculum meets 
the Department of Labor Child Labor Regulations for 
“Occupations in Agriculture particularly hazardous for the 
employment of children below the age of 16" requirement. 


The workshop is coordinated and sponsored by the 
Garrett Community College Agriculture Club and the 
Cooperative [:xtension Service, with support from the 
Agriculture Care and Education Grant. The workshop is 
offered free of charge, but participants must provide their 
own transportation and junch.

Commissioners 


The Garrea County 
Commissioner’ hosted the 
regular monthly staff meet- 
ing Tuesday with the major- 
ity of the county agency and 
department leaders submit- 
ling activity reports. Nota- 
ble announcements includ- 
ed the arrival of a flood 
warning system to be in- 
stalled in Shallmar, the slow 
response of the Federal 
Emergency Management 
Administration (FEMA) for 
flood mitigation work in 
Friendsville, and the up- 
coming capability of plastic 
recycling in the county. 

Alarm System 

Brad Frantz, emergency 
management director, an- 
nounced that a flood warn- 
ing system previously or- 
dered has arrived and will 
be installed in Shallmar as 
soon as possible. The sys- 
tem will alert the citizens to 
any oncoming flood, espe- 
cially one that may be 
caused by an emergency 
situation at Mount Storm 
Power Station (Vepco). 

Such an emergency, 
requiring the release of 
water from'the lake at the 
plant, would ‘severely flood 
Shallmar in 20° minutes, 
according to officials. This 
alarm system will be an 
audible siren alerting Shall- 
mar residents of an oncom- 
ing disaster. The system, 
which cost approximately 
$3,000, has been in the 
planning stages since last 
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fall after flooding in Sep- 
tember caused serious dam- 
age as well as concern 
about future high waters. 
FEMA Funding 

Wendell Beitzel, director 
of the Sanitary District, told 
the commissioners that 
FEMA money for flood 
mitigation work in Friends- 
ville is still not forthcoming, 
even though the paperwork 
has been finished for some 
time. 

"We applied for this in 
early 1996 and gave them 
everything they asked for 
months ago,” Beitzel said. 
"But there’s still no money.” 

Frantz noted at that 
point that it is common for 
FEMA to take 18 months 
to two years to respond to 
approved requests.

Red Tape at its Finest... 


Everyone knows how much red tape and delay 
must be endured when dealing with the federal gov- 
emment, and there is currently no better local ex- 
ample of this than the on-gomg wait for federal 
funds that were pledged well over a year ago to help 
cover flood damages in Garrett County. Flooding in 
January of 1996 and again in September rendered 
the water treatment plant in Friendsville temporarily 
useless, while the earlier flood did extensive damage 
to the Savage River bridge. 

The paperwork required by the Federal Emergen- 
cy Management Administration (FEMA) was initiat- 
ed immediately at the local level. To our knowledge, 
every t was crossed and every i was dotted, but the 
months have gone by with little response from 
FEMA. Meanwhile, the situation with the water 
treatment plant and the bridge remain unchanged. 
Only about small portion of the monetary amount 
promised the county by FEMA has been received. 

The federal agencies no doubt use the excuse that 
they have hundreds of similar problems and projects 
around the country, and because there is such a 
mountain of paperwork associated with each, it rou- 
tinely takes this long. To this cxcusc we have two 
responses. First, if the volume of paperwork is the 
problem, then the majority of it is probably unneces- 
sary and should be eliminated. Secondly, how and 
why is it that other needs are met almost overnight 
by the federal government? At the snap of our pres- 
fdent’s fingers we send tens of millions of dollars in 
food and various other forms of aid to other nations, 
even potential enemies (i.e. still-communist North 
Korea), within days of a request. Yet we can’t get a 
measly one million dollars for our own citizens who 
are in need without jumping through npops for 
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months on end. Is it because it is a relatively tinv 
population that is affccted? Is it that there aren't 
enough votes to worry about? 

The Army Corps of Engineers’ effort in Shallmar 
hasn’t been much better, and we believe it is only be- 
cause a handful of folks who live there raised such a 
loud fuss that they finally got the attention of our 
elected officials. Even with such efforts, promises as 
to when work was to begin there were broken several 
times, even though these residents’ very lives were in 
danger. 

e are also reasonably sure that if a couple of 
members of Congress had to drive over the Savage 
River bridge to get to work, or had to drink from 
Triendsville’s municival water supply, or happened to 
have a house in Shallmar, we would have seen these 
problems corrected months ago. 

It is our tax money that funds FEMA, the Army 
Corps of Engineers, and every other government 
agency. It is outrageous that so much of this funding 
is wasted on what ts most likely needless, obstructive 
red tape, and that it takes so long to get some of our 
money back when it is both needed and deserved. 
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To the Editor: 

Medical emergencies can 
happen at any time. We 
never know when a friend 
or family member may need 
help. It is reassuring that 
emergency medical care is 
just a phone call away. Last 
year more than ,000 
citizens called 9-1-1 to 
report an emergency. Twen- 
tv-four hours a day, seven 
days a week, dedicated 
career and volunteer men 
and women offer their life- 
saving skills for these emer- 
gencies. 

In Maryland, these emer- 
gency care providers engage 
m thousands of hours of 
training annually to help 
reduce death and disability.

Yo the Editor: 

Mr. Groves’s letter in the 
May 22 issue seems to be 
based on the idea that 
evolution is dogma. Actual- 
ly, it is fundamental to the 
biological sciences the 
world over. The details of 
development of Man into 
his modern form are under 
intense research today, as 
more man-like fossils are 
discovered, and similarities 
among them investigated 
and debated.

ry. There are no exceptions. 
This doesn’t mean that one 
can’t believe things that are 
not subject to this (scientif- 
ic) method, but if the belief 
is not subject to experimen- 
tal verification then it cer- 
tainly is not — scientific. 
Ihere is no conflict be- 
tween a science and some 
non-science until the non- 
Science asserts something 
already (scientifically) 
known to be false. 

It seems Mr. Groves has 
a problem with his non- 
science beliefs: that is, in 
some respects they are 
false, he knows them to be 
false or suspects it , and he 
just can't stand it. The best 
cure for this problem is his 
earnest search for the truth, 
to become better informed 
about the world and its 
ways, in order to resolve the 
conflicts. Otherwise, he will 
be forever cursed, may we 
say, by the problem.

TESTING THE TESTS 

Bill Clinton (Education President 11) said the other day 
that he wanted a national test that all school children 
could pass. In the excerpt of his speech, given in West 
Virginia, that I heard on National Public Radio, he did 
not say that all school children would pass the test, just 
that they could. 

The fact is, no matter what the test is, somebody will 
fail it. If the sole question is: "2+2= 2" two kids will fail it. 
One will fail it because he doesn’t know what the answer 
is and guesses "S.” The other child will fail it because he 
was thinking in base three instead of base 10, and will give 
the answer--correct for base three--"11." 

I have had some experience with standardized tests. I 
took enough of them when I was in school, and now my 
children are getting their share. As far as I can tell, the 
standard of standardized tests is on the decline. 

Thirty-five years ago we took the Iowa Basic Skills tests 
in my home county. | don’t remember much about them 
except that they were serious tests, and they gave real re- 
sults on individual students. By the time I was out of 
school, the board of education had switched to the Cali- 
fornia Achievement lest. | asked a friend on the inside of 
the educational citadel why. 

She candidly told me that certain groups felt they did 
not do well enough on the lowa tests and insisted on a 
test which would provide their constituents with better re- 
sults. In other words, the test was “dumbed down” in order 
to make it look like more kids were doing better than they 
actually were. This has become common practice across 
the board in standardized tests throughout the country. 

loday in Maryland we have a standardized test (abbre- 
viated MSPAP) which is a travesty and a disgrace. It does 
hot even purport to measure the ability of individual chil- 
dren. It is, rather, testing the schools the children attend, 
though the children are the ones who have to take the 
tests. 

This is a result ol industrializing our schools. Children 
are now regarded by the Maryland State Board of E-duca- 
tion as products. The tests are merely methods of quality 
assurance to see how well management and workers are 
doing in the education factories. This fact is not lost on 
the administration and staff of our schools. They basically 
shut down real learning about one month before the test 
begins in order to drill the kids of the grades in which the 
tests are given. 

There is a purpose behind MSPAP, but it is a political 
and not an educational purpose. That purpose is to create 
some appearance ol an objective standard to provide an 
excuse for the state board of education to take over 
schools in the City of Baltimore. This year the state board 
has finally begun to achieve its goal, and is intervening in 
certain city schools. 

In the meantime, President Clinton wants a national- 
ized test which everybody can pass. I promise, if everybody 
does not pass it (which everybody won't), then there will 
be howls of betrayal. 

Again, a political agenda is driving decisions about edu- 
cation. If we give a test which everybody passes, then we 
must be doing a good job in education. Further, to ensure 
improvement in education, the test can be “dumbed down" 
every few years so the test scores will go up over time. 

The problem with the controversy over testing is that it 
does not have anything to do with learning. The day shall 
come when everybody writes a perfect paper (except a few 
geniuses and a few idiots), but no one will be able to read. 
By that time we shall, no doubt, have yet another “Educa-

certainly accept that plants 
and animals evolWe over 
time to adapt to changing 
environments.)

New Ordinances 


The Garrett County 
Commissioners and the 
Garrett County Planning 
Commission will conduct a 
public hearing on June 3 at 
7 p.m. in the Garrett Com- 
munity College theater. The 
subject of the hearing is the 
proposed Sensitive Arca 
Ordinance and Subdivision 
Ordinance, which are to be 
adopted by July 1. 


This hearing is the final 
in a series of public meet- 
ings and hearings designed 
to acquaint the public with 
the proposed ordinances 
that will bring the county 
into compliance with the 
lconomic Growth Resource 
Protection and Planning 
Act of 1992. 


The Planning Commis- 
sion began work on a plan- 
ning program in December 
1993, developing the back- 
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ground study titled "A 
Close Look At Garrett 
County.” A comprehensive 
plan for the county was 
finished in September 1995 
titled "A New Development 
Plan for Garrett County.” 
With these two documents, 
the county officials had 
fulfilled two major require- 
ments of the Growth Act. 

The third and final phase 
of the county’s work in- 
cludes the development of 
these ordinances to imple- 
ment the visions outlined in 
the Growth Act and to 
implement the plans and 
policies of the county’s 
comprehensive plan. 

According to John Nel- 
son, director of the plan- 
ning office, this public hear- 
ing is the final step in the 
process of complying with 
the Growth Act and he and 
the commissioners invite all 
interested parties to attend 
and comment on the draft 
ordinances.

ly wait to see Allegheny 
Heights. 

While the mothers were 
preparing lunch, we chil- 
dren were exploring the 
nearby woods. I saw numer- 
ous ferns, violets, and 
mushrooms. The woods 
smelled of decaying leaves 
and branches. I like that 
scent; it makes me think of 
adventure and freedom. It 
makes me feel like I am a 
part of nature.

the transportation — trust 
fund.” Wright went on to 
point out that Bartlett was 
concerned that part of the 
funds would have been 
stripped from other federal 
line items ranging from the 
border patrol to the Wom- 
en, Infants and Children 
program, and that the fund 
transfers also would have 
reduced any possible tax 
cut. 

At the state level, Mary- 
land officials are  dis- 
appointed that the congres- 
sional amendments failed. 
"It’s back to square one,” 
said Maryland Department 
of Transportation spokes- 
man Chuck Brown. 

Maryland state officials, 
along with representatives 
on Capitol Hill, will now 
focus their attention on the 
upcoming debate on the 
reauthorization of the Inter- 
modal Surface ‘Transporta- 
tion Enhancement Act 
(ISTHA), due for renewal 
by this fall. ISTEA deter- 
mines how nearly $300 
billion in federal transpor- 
tation monies are doled out 
to the states for transporta- 
tion building, renovation 
and repair projects. The 
funds come mainly from 
revenue generated by the 
federal gasoline tax, along 
with a number of transpor- 
tation user fees. 

Up until now, ISTLA 
highway funding formulas 
have espccially benefited 
about half the states in the 
country by giving them 
more moncy back than they 
put into the Federal High- 
way Fund. These "recipient" 
states are located mainly in 
the upper great plains and 
in the northeastern corri- 
dor, and include Maryland, 
West Virginia and Pennsyl- 
vania. That means that 
about 25 “donor states,” 
mainly from the southern 
and western parts of the 
country, pay the federal 
government more than they 
get back in highway funds. 
This fall's debate over 
ISTEA’s reauthorization, 
scheduled for renewal every 
five years, will revolve 
around regional coalitions 
of “recipient” states compet- 
ing with regional coalitions 
of "donor" states. 

At least four funding 
formulas have been pro- 
posed to revamp the way 
ISTEA funds are distribut- 
ed. Maryland favors the 
"ISTEA Works!" program, 
which would increase Mary- 
land’s take of federal high- 
way funds. "We're pushing 
for ISTEA Works! because

in an effort to advise the 
commissioners. They also 
form ad hoc committees to 
study various project diffi- 
culties. 

Keith said that a number 
of organizations, agencies, 
and officials have been 
involved in the discussion of 
the Rt. 42 plan, and that 
things were running right 
on schedule before the 
news broke. 

"We were planning the 
public hearing, as we are 
required to do, and after 
that we would have had 
about three wecks before 
the job would start. This is 
absolutely the norm,” he 
said. “There is no definite 
plan right now. We are 
definitely looking at ways 
around the closure or ways 
to make things easicr for 
the people involved.” 


Because the fiscal year 
budget kicks in on July 1, 
Keith said that was the 
optimum time to plan the 
local job. It cannot be fund- 
ed with this year’s budget. 
He also stated that the 
Garrett County Board of 
Education’s transportation 
department would prefer 
that the road be closed 
when school is not in ses- 
sion. Apparently there is 
one bus that takes care of 
Rt.

Recently, | had the pleasure of spending a day fly fish- 
ing the Little Juniata River with Walt Young, renowned 
Ny tier, author, and fly fishing guide. And, although the 
day was spent casting to trout, at one point our conversa- 
tion turned to fly fishing for bass and why it hadn't be- 
come anywhere close to being as popular as similar pur- 
suit of trout. 

Walt opined, “While either a largemouth or smallmouth 
bass of any size is fun to catch on fly tackle, the most 
common complaint from anglers pursuing bass with the fly 
rod is they rarely catch many fish over a pound.” He add- 
ed, “Usually, the top reason for not hooking bigger fish is 
using flies that are too small.” 

The larger a bass gets, the larger is the size of its pre- 
ferred food. Consequently, fly fishermen looking to catch 
sizable fish might want to consider using flies tied for salt- 
water angling. These flies give the impression of more 
bulk and look like a live food source in the water. 

Walt suggested that bass fishermen try traditional salt- 
water patterns such as a Lefty’s Deceiver, designed by 
Lefty Kreh; the Seducer, a tarpon fly designed by Homer 
Rhode Jr.; the Apte Tarpon Ily by Stu Apte; the Whis- 
ler, designed by Don Blanton; and the Surf Candy and 
Pop Lips flies by Bob Popovics. Another lly that seems to 
work well both for bass and saltwater bonefish is the 
Clouser minnow. If you don’t have any of these in your in- 
ventory, ask your local fly purveyor to either te or order 
some for you. If you are into tying your own, try building 
some of the flies referenced in Saltwater Flv Patterns by 
Lefty Kreh. 

Garrett County anglers looking to add a dimension to 
cither their fly fishing adventures or their bass busting 
might take this to heart. Any bass on a fly rod ts going to 
be a fight to remember, and with the abundance of bass 
waters in the county, there is plenty of adventure waiting. 
NEW CATCH AND RELEASE WATERS OPENED ON 

NORTH BRANCH 

After a couple years of planning and anticipation, the 
catch and tclease alca (aitificial lures only) has been 
opened above Barnum, W.Va., on the North Branch of 
the Potomac. The area stretches three quarters of a mile 
upstream from about 60 yards above the put-in at Bar- 


num. The first official day of fishing was Monday, May 19.’ 


On the second day, Harold Harsh of Spring Creek Outfit- 
ters released 25 rainbows and browns, some in the 16-inch 
class.

UNENDANGERED SPECIES 
If you think you have been seeing more white-tailed 


~ deer and wild turkey recently, you are probably right. At 


the turn of the century, the white-tail population in the 
US. was less than 500,000. Currently, the whitetail popu- 
lation is over 27 million. At the turn of the century, the 


wild turkey was nearly extinct. Today, we have well over 


4 million birds across the country. In 1920, the wood duck 
was nearly extinct and today is the most common breeding 
waterfowl in the eastern U.S.A. Source for these statistics: 
Whitetails Unlimited, the National Wild Turkey Federa- 
tion, and Ducks Unlimited. 

DO IT-YOURSELF CONSERVATION 

This health of our wildlife population is a result, in 
large part, of conservation efforts of hunters, fishermen, 
and other interested outdoors people. Pruning and releas- 
ing wild apple trees promotes an excellent food source for 
deer, bear, and other wildlife. Consider, a single tree can 
produce 20 bushels of apples for up to 75 years. Pruning, 
releasing, and fertilizing are easy, inexpensive, and can im- 
prove the productivity of apple trees on your land or in 
your hunting area. 

Releasing means removing trees or limbs that are shad- 
ing the apple tree from the sun. Pruning is best done the 
following year while the tree is dormant. This means se- 
lectively removing dead, dying, or unproductive limbs. Un- 
like back yard apple trees, wild apple trees should not be 
topped or have their basic shape changed. Fertilizing ef- 
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fects will last about three years. It should be applied in a 
narrow band around the tree directly below the drip line. 
Helpful recommendations for pruning, releasing, and ferti- 
lizing are published in a four-page brochure by Trupe’s 
Quality Hunting Wildlife Management, P.O. Box 35, 
Smoketown, PA 17576. The phone is (717) 684-2230. This 
company also produces and markets EZ Sow-n-Grow, a 
wildlife food plot seed mix appropriate for climates such 
as ours here in Garrett County. 
BYE BYE BUGSY 

Those of you who like to be outdoors but dislike mos- 
quitoes and other flying pests such as flies, bees, and yel- 
low jackets should be interested in a new product that we 
were introduced to at a recent outdoor writers’ confer- 
ence. The product is called “Bug Ban” which is a band 
worn on the wrist or ankle. The manufacturer describes it 
as an insect repelling wrist band that contains a fragrance 
pleasing to humans but hated by mosquitoes. Each band 
lasts up to 40 hours and may be used repeatedly if stored 
in the vapor barrier bag supplied. Bug Ban contains no 
toxic chemicals but features lemongrass and geranium oils 
as its active ingredients. 

People I've talked to who have used it extol its effec- 
tiveness. Karl Power, noted outdoor writer and radio per- 
sonality, has tested it while both fishing and turkey hunt- 
ing and attests to its practical effectiveness. I’ve tried one 
recently and must admit that I wasn’t conscious of insect 
presence at all. I’ve got a supply ready for summer even- 
ing sojourns on our local lakes.

It sure beats the mess of oils or 
sprays.

SAILBOAT RACING STARTS AT DEEP CREEK 
LAKE: FRED STEIDING CUP AND THE 
BECKER CUP REGATTA

Sailboat racing got un- 
derway on Memorial Day 
weekend with the first race 
on Saturday. This first race 
is a “tune-up” race that has 
any watercraft powered by 
sail competing. The single 
winner of this race gets the 
Fred Steiding Cup to keep 
for a year. Most of the 
boats competing are Flying 
Scots with a sprinkling of 
Lasers, but there is one 
Olympic Class 505 on the 
south end of the lake that is 
sajled by the Spinnenweber 
brothers Keith and Bruce. 
And this 505 has won this 
race because it’s a very fast 
sailboat. But not _ this 
year...the winner was John 
Meredith, with his wife Jen- 
nifer crewing in their Flying 
Scot. 

Tune-up it was for me; 
on the first windward leg 
the pin holding my tiller in 
place came out and, with 
the wind fairly strong, I 
could not get it back with- 
out losing control of the 
boat. So I ordered my crew 
to drop the sails so we 
could replace the tiller. In 
the excitement of the crisis, 
my crew broke the winch 
handle off, leaving a piece 
of the handle still in the 
winch slot. It was easy to 
replace the tiller, but the 
only tool I had with me was 
my rigging knife and I could 
not dislodge the broken 
piece with either the blade 
or the spike. So we had to 
drop out and get a tow be- 
cause we could not raise the 
mainsail again. 

The second race on Sat- 
urday was the start of a 
four-race regatta, with the 
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second and third races on 
Sunday and the fourth race 
on Monday, Memorial Day. 
That first race was sailed in 
almost ideal conditions of a 
nice breeze, sunshine, and 
reasonable air temperature. 
Sunday the winds were 
heavier with rain most of 
the afternoon, sometimes 
quite heavy. The single race 
on Monday was sailed in 
very light wind that seemed 
to blow from every point of 
the compass at one time or 
another. hares 

There were two protests 
lodged during the weekend 
that had to be adjudicated 
before the scores were fi- 
nalized on Monday; both 
actions were a bit unusual. 
In the first race on Sunday, 
Thagard was sailing close- 
hauled to windward on the 
starboard tack when he was 
fouled by another Flying 
Scot on the port tack. In or- 
der to avoid a collision, 
Thagard headed up, tacked, 
and, in the confusion, cap- 
sized.

The second protest was 
filed by Kevin Rissell. The 
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Lasers had just started the 
fourth race when a I'lying 
Scot skippered by David 
Frank approached the rac- 
ing fleet as the Flying Scot 
was attempting to get to the 
starting line for his Flying 
Scot B race. Frank realized 
too late that he was too 
Close to the racers and he 
attempted to get out of the 
way, but in doing so he 
blanketed Rissell’s Laser. 
There apparently were 
some unpleasantries  ex- 
changed. Frank’s defense 
was that he had made an 
honest effort to keep clear. 
The Protest Committee dis- 
qualified Frank because our 
local racing instructions say 
that the sailboats approach- 
ing the start must keep 
clear of the racing boats. 
Frank filed a counterprotest 
for unsportsman-like con- 
duct on the part of Rissell. 
The Protest Committee de- 
cided that there was proba- 
bly unpleasantness on both 
sides and the rules did not 
require the panel to take 
action. 

When the Thagards cap- 
sized on Sunday in misera- 
ble weather, they were 
plucked from the water 
quickly because the water 
was quite cold. Chad Lovett 
and his helper did yeoman 
service under tough condi- 
tions to right and rescue the 
Thagards’ boat. 

Two interesting — side- 
lights: Kevin Rissell missed 
the first race on Saturday, 
but went on to win the Las- 
er regatta. Barbara Griffin 
crewed for husband Don 
with a broken foot in a light 
cast, and they did quite 
well!

Parents Reminded 
Of Registration 
For School Year 


The Garrett County 
Board of Education has is- 
sued a reminder to parents 
that their children who will 
be entering school for the 
first time this fall should be 
registered soon. 

Persons who did not reg- 
ister kindergarten or new 
first grade students during 
the recently held pre-regis- 
tration program may do so 
by contacting the principal 
of the local school to ar- 
range an appointment.

Reynolds can’t keep 
Life ... and Stuff together

Why cant TV be more like 

real life? Why can't life be 
. more like a TV show? 

Ever since the appearance of 
All in the Family in 1971, tele- 
vision has tried to show Amer- 

~.a its foibles, and critics have 
tried to melt the sugar coating 
,off TV 
Life ... and Stuff, a comedy 
westarting a six-week run Friday, 
~June 6, on CBS, begets another 
question: Do we actually want 
"to bring real life and TV life 
«closer together? 
‘ The show is based on the 
cathartic stand-up act of its 
{lead, Rick Reynolds, who 
" plays adman Rick Boswell. 
Pam Dawber co-stars as his 
;Stay-at-home wife, Ronnie, 
and the series is primarily 
about the state of their rela- 
tionship after 15 years of mar- 
riage and family life. 
, The supporting cast includes 
comic Andrea Martin as Ron- 
nie’s friend Christine, David 
Bowe as Rick's freeloading 
‘brother, and character actor 
Fred Applegate (FM) as Rick's 
-deadpan co-worker, Bernie, 
who counsels him a la Tim 
Taylor's (Tim Allen) neighbor, 
*Wilson, in Home Improvement. 
“I don’t think there’s another 
~male lead on TV who is so 
consumed with finding the 
Aruth of himself,” Reynolds 
says of his TV alter ego. One 
of the show's running gags is 
‘Rick's habit of buttonholing 
“strangers - even a fast-food 
‘clown - to act as his analyst. 
"(As a child) I had a view 
into what I considered to be 
the real world ... through my 
television,” Reynolds says, re- 
calling a “dysfunctional child- 
hood” with a widowed mother 
and a couple of father substi- 
tutes. “I am very disheartened 
that life isn’t like TV.” 
Specifically, Reynolds wish- 
es lite were more like Leave It 
to Beaver. To that end, he has 
settled his real-life family in 
Petaluma, Calif., the same sub- 
urb that produced The Mom- 
mies. 
“Living in Petaluma gives

me the sense of normalcy,” 
Reynolds says. “It seems more 
like a TV show than to live 
down here (in Los Angeles).” 

Reynolds suffers from two 
common misconceptions about 
America’s Leave It to Beaver 
years: first, that real family life 
in those days was like the 
Cleavers’ experience, and sec- 
ond, that adult viewers back 
then actually thought Cleaver 
life was a mirror image of their 
own. 

They didn’t, no more than 
audiences today tune into The 
Nanny or Step by Step to see 
the documentary “rushes” of 
their day. 

As for Life ... and Stuff, the 
summer tryout Is faint praise 
from CBS, which has had the 
series on the shelf since Janu- 
ary. The differences in tone 
from episode to episode are al- 
most manic, in direct corre- 
spondence to the admixture of 
Reynolds’ egocentric whining. 

Reynolds says he wants to 
create a comedy for adults, one 
that mirrors their lives. But his 
idea of a comedy for adults is 
to not give the children on the 
show any joke lines, because 
kids don’t tell jokes, they do 
kid lines. It seems on his show, 
only Reynolds gets the joke 
lines. But unfortunately, he re- 
ally isn’t funny enough or tn- 
sightful enough to carry it all 

There may be plenty of peo- 
ple who wish life were more 
like a TV show, but Life ... and 
Stuff won't be one they'll want 
to call home.

The barley 
crop was three percent very 
poor, four percent poor, 20 
percent fair, 55 percent 
good, and 18 percent excel- 
lent. Rye condition was one 
percent poor, 20 percent 
fair, 62 percent good, and 
17 percent excellent. Pas- 
tures were one percent very 
poor, six percent poor, 22 
percent fair, 60) percent 
good, and 11 pe cent excel- 
lent.

made from soybean oil, 
which helps diesel engines 
run cooler, reduces emis- 
sions, and makes exhaust 
smell better. 

The pair has taken time 
to enjoy the amenities of 
the islands in this part of 
their two-year cruise.

spend one hour on the 
beach, at a bonfire, or as 
dinner guests aboard anoth- 
er boat.”

Because it 
turns clean, they spend no 
time scrubbing the telltale 
petro-diesel halo from the 
stern. And MacNeil has 
noted that engine mainte- 
nance is reduced. "Engine 
maintenance is much less a 
concern as long as we con- 
tinue to use biodiesel,” the 
sailor says. "I no longer 
have to worry about clogged 
injectors, plugged up fuel 
filters. and an engine that 
won't turn up to full RPMs 
due to carbon build-up. On 
our last cruise, we only got 
as far as Florida before 
carbon build-up began 
choking my engine. It’s 
much easier and safer to 
use a biodiesel blend to 
keep the buildup from 
occurring in the first place. 
Had we not been using bio- 
diesel as a conditioner, I’m 
convinced we would be 
preparing to pull the head 
off the engine to clean the 
valves and pistons. Instead, 
Rebecca and I are getting 
ready to go play volleyball 
on the beach.” 

Werk and plan aside,

Although consumers as a whole are taking small steps 
in the right direction, a Gallup survey of more than 1,000 
primary household shoppers revealed key attitudinal 
differences about nutrition: 

What bread heads know: 

Quite simply, Gallup found that the 12 percent of 
Americans who say they eat six to 11 servings of grains 
daily are more savvy, about nutrition. This "slim upper 
crust” is: 

- More familiar with the Food Guide Pyramid (73 
percent say they're somewhat/ery familiar vs. 60 percent 
of the overall population); 

- More likely to agree bread is low in fat (72 percent 
vs. 56 percent of those who say they eat five or fewer 
servings); 

- More likely to believe complex carbohydrates are 
good (80 percent agree vs. 72 percent of those who say 
they eat five or fewer servings); and 

+ Less likely to believe in high-protein/low-carbohy- 
drate diets (38 percent mistakenly agree these diets help 
you lose weight vs. 45 percent of those who say they eat 
five or fewer servings). 

Those who need grains the most understand them the 
least: 

Meanwhile, Gallup survey results suggest overweight 
shoppers could benefit more from a crash course in 
nutrition than a crash diet: 

> More than half (54 percent) of overweight shoppers 
believe in high-protein, low-carbohydrate fad diets com- 
pared to 44 percent of the general population. 

- They're also more likely to believe bread is fatten- 
ing--49.5 percent agreed compared to 38 percent of 
shoppers in general. 

"Replacing higher-fat items with bread and other grain 
foods and fruits and vegetables is one of the simplest ways 
to enjoy more food for less fat and have energy to burn,” 
said Dr. Barbara Levine, R.D., director of the Nutrition 
Information Center at Cornell Medical Center. "Unfortu- 
nately, the people who need grains the most are more 
susceptible to nutrition fiction.”

Gen, Fretterd 
Shares Message 
Of Optimism 

Graduates of Garrett 
Community College’s 25th 
commencement last week 
heard It. Gen. James F. 
Fretterd, adjutant general 
of the Maryland National 
Guard, deliver a message of 
optimism and cooperation. 

"Today is better than yes- 
terday and tomorrow is bet- 
ter than today. We should 
surround ourselves with op- 
timism, and not think of the 
‘good old days.’ I urge you 
to face yourselves and know 
that you arc living in a won- 
derful time,” he said. 

The general gave an ex- 
ample of a reason for his 
optimism, pointing to the 
relationship the Maryland 
National Guard established 
three years ago with Esto- 
nia, a country that has now 
become a democracy. 

A word of caution came 
with his remarks: "Remem- 
ber that the world is not yet 


a safe place. Hold on to 
your future in this great 
land. Make it better. Fight 
for it, if necessary.” He at- 
tributed any success he has 
experienced to hard work, 
discipline, and a passion for 
the job. "Don’t be afraid to 
communicate your passion,” 
he said. "Take care of the 
people around you. If they 
believe in you, they will 
support you.” 

Stating that the Mary- 
land National Guard and 
Maryland community col- 
leges have much in com- 
mon, because they both re- 
flect and respond to their 
communities, he pointed to 
GCC’s Adventuresports 
program as an example. 

In a surprise move at the 
end of his address, Gen. 
Fretterd commended Dr. 
Steve Herman for leading 
the way in establishing a 
Partnership between com- 
munity colleges and the 
Maryland National Guard 
and conferred upon him the 
honorary rank of Colonel in 
the Guard. 


Study Shows Most Maryland High 
School Grads Ready For College 


Most 1995 Maryland high 
school graduates who com._ 
pleted a college prep pro- 
gram and went on to col- 
lege in Maryland were pre- 
pared for college-level stud- 
ies, according to a report by 
the Maryland Higher I:du- 
cation Commission. 


The study found that 90 
percent of those graduates 
attending University of 
Maryland System (UMS) 
campuses were not required 
to take remedial instruction 
in mathematics. Only six 
percent needed English re- 
mediation, and five percent 
were placed in reading re- 
mediation classes. 


Using student informa- 
tion provided by The Edu- 
cation Testing Service and 
the American College Test- 
ing Program, the report dis- 
tinguishes between students 
who graduated from college 
prep curricula (“core” cur- 
riculum) and those who did 
not ("non-core"). 

Non-core students had 
higher remediation rates. 
Seventeen percent of the 
1995 graduates enrolled at 
UMS campuses took reme- 
dial math, 10 percent took 
remedial English, and nine 
percent took remedial read- 
ing. 

The report, the Student 
Outcomes and Achievement 
Report, or SOAR, is based 
on the academic” perfor- 
mance of 18,645 public high 
school students who gradu- 
ated in 1995 and enrolled in 
a Maryland campus. 

SOAR reported higher 
remediation rates for com- 
munity college students, 31 
percent of whom took re- 
medial math. Nineteen per- 
cent took remedial English, 
and 24 percent were re- 
quired to take remedial 
reading. In the five years 
that SOAR has been pub- 
lished, community colleges 
have consistently had higher 
remediation rates, a reflec- 
tion of their mandated open 
admissions policy. 

Overall, 1995 graduates 
had a 19-percent reme- 
diation rate for math, a 24- 
percent rate for I:nglish, 
and a 25-percent rate for 
reading. Non-core graduates 
had a statewide math reme- 
diation rate of 32 nercent. 
an English remediation rate 


of 24 percent, and a reading 
remediation rate of 25 per- 
cent. 

SOAR was developed by 
the Maryland Higher Edu- 
cation Commission to pro- 
vide high schools and 
school districts with feed- 
back on the academic suc- 
cess of their graduates. 
SOAR includes data on re- 
mediation rates, grade point 
average, first semester 
grades in English and math, 
SATYACT scores, and per- 
sistence.

When the Higher Educa- 
tion Commission analyzed 
the SOAR data, it found 
that the best predictor of 
college performance is a 
student’s grade point aver- 
age in high school. The 
SAT math score and wheth- 
er the student took honors 
calculus were good predic- 
tors of the first college 
math grade. Average grade 
in high school English 
courses and the SAT verbal 
score provided a strong in- 
dicaticim—s6-tor- a a StU- 
ucut would perform in col- 
Icge English. 


Gender also proved to be 
a significant factor in deter- 
mining college performance. 
For the second year in a 
row (the same analysis was 
conducted on performance 
of the class of 1994), wom- 
en outperformed men in 
first math and English 
grades and in grade point 
average. 


Birth Rate Among 
Teenaged Mothers 
Declining In Md. 


For the fourth consecu- 
tive year in Maryland, birth 
rates among teenaged 
mothers have dropped, 
according to a press release 
from the Governor’s Office 
for Children, Youth, and 
Families. Births to mothers 
aged 15 to 19 decreased 12 
percent in four years, from 
54.1 births per 1,000 teen- 
agers in 1991 to 47.7 in 
1995.

S. Thompson, special secre- 
tary of the Governor's 
OCYF. "It is important that 
parents begin talking to 
children early about sexuali- 
ty and continue the discus- 
sion right through the teen- 
age and early adult years. 
We can provide the age- 
appropriate guidelines to 
help begin a dialogue, but 
the parents are the ones 
who must do the talking.” 


According to Townsend, 
a major component of the 
state’s efforts has been a 
high-profile communica- 
tions effort, Campaign For 
Our Children, funded in 
part by Maryland, that uses 
media messages such as:

evaluation of the effort

JOHN CHARLES FREMONT 


His name may have faded from 
prominence, but not his works. It was 
John Charles Fremont, after all, who 
rode the great Wild West with Kit 
Carson — and helped make it safe for 
Ordinary people. 

Fremont was bom in 1813 in 
Savannah, Ga., the son of a French 
immigrant. Fremont was only 6 when 
his father died, and his mother moved 
him to Charleston, S.C. 

Although he was a gifted math stu- 
dent, Fremont did not receive his col- 
lege degree until later in life because 
he skipped too many classes. But he 
excelled in numbers, and became a 
surveyor for the new railroads that 
brought transportation to the young 
terntones. 

As a map maker, he was assigned 
by the Topographical Corps to chart 
the little known region between the 
Upper Mississippi and Missoun 
Rivers. He created the maps that were 
used by the settlers headed for the 
Oregon Territory. 

Fremont was best known in his day 
for making his way over treacherous 
mountain passes in the dead of win- 
ter. Tales of his exploits were so 
exciting, they inspired a generation of 
adventurers to head West. 

He was so well-respected by the 
U.S. government that when American 
settlers in California proclaimed their 
independence, Fremont was the one 
who received the surrender from 
Mexico, and he was appointed gover- 
nor of the new ternitory. 

He bought a large estate in the 
foothills of the Sierra Nevada, which 
made him a multi-millionaire a few 
years later when gold was discovered. 
Fremont -was such a hero, he was 
nominated to be president in 1856, 
but was defeated by James Buchanan 
He lost his fortune, and last served his 
county as governor of the Anzona 
Ternitory. 

Few other individuals have had so 
great an impact on the growth of a 
nation. Fremont is to be credited for 
attracting millions of Americans to 
settle the great frontier.

“I can cope with cancer 
and breast surgery, but 1 
can't bear to go out in pub- 
lic now that I've lost all my 
bait.” Sasah Duss, owner of 
Ihe Image Center in 
Grantsville, said that this is 
a common refrain from 
women who have experi- 
enced hair loss due to che- 
motherapy treatments or 
other cancer therapies. 

In the past, she ex- 
plained, the only options 
available to women without 
hair were ill-fitting synthetic 
wigs. They were sold in 
quaint little shops whose 
specialty was providing fan- 
tasy looks for the holiday 
celebrations. In some larger 
cities, the men’s hair re- 
placement centers offered 
hairffeces for women, but 
seldom provided the privacy 
or understanding that was 
necded. 

Over 500,000 women are 
diagnosed and treated for 
cancer cach year. Of those 
that go through chemother- 
apy. 85 percent will lose 
their hair, Durst said. Usu- 
ally the time between a can- 
cer diagnosis and the start 
of a treatment program is 
very short--a matter of days 
or in some cases, a few 
weeks. Jotal hair loss often 
occurs within two weeks of 
the start of a chemotherapy 
program. There is little time 
before this major physical 
change in which to seck in- 
formation and alternatives 
on hair boss. Once the hair 
is gone, the embarrassment 
factor alone keeps many 
women from finding the 
best individual solution, she 
continued. 

Durst described a woman 
familiar with the trauma of 
hair koss. Peggy Knight be- 
gan losing her own hair at 
the age of 14 through a 
condition known as alopecia 
areata, where the hair folli- 
cles on the scalp just stop 
growing visible hair. Over 
the next 20 years, she tried 
every solution available, 
from scarves to synthetic 
wigs. She lived in daily fear 
that her latest wig would be 
blown off by a gust of wind 
or get snagged on a low 
tree branch during an after- 
noon picnic. Then in 1983 
she discovered a hairpicce 
with a custom molded cap 
that fit her head exactly. It 
was made with [‘uropean 
human hair that moved and 
felt just like growth hair. 
Now she had the security of 
knowing her  hairpicce 
would stay in place, and the 
design was so good, tio one 
could tell it was not her 
own hair, 

Over the next 10 years, 
Knight improved on_ this 
Original design significantly. 
She finally had a solution 
for herself and others who 
experience total hair loss 
duc to alopecia areata. 

Durst went on to say that 
Knight had many clients for 
whom this new hairpicce 
was not the answer. Their 


hair loss was temporary and 
they needed a solution that 
would work with the differ- 
ent stages of hair loss duc 
to chemotherepy. they 
needed = something that 
could be worn before total 
hair loss, would fit during 
full hair loss, and would 
continue to work during the 
beginning stages of hair re- 
growth. She began a two- 
year design and testing pro- 
gram which provided sever- 
al new solutions.

A CHICKEN REPORT 

Last week was a landmark in the history of chickens at 
our farm. After five weeks of living in our cellar, the 
young Barred Rocks are now in the hen house. The form- 
er inhabitants of that structure (some might call it a 
poultry facility) now live in a small brooder-type house 
across the greensward of grass we call the barnyard. 

In a sense that is all the news to tell, but as with most 
events there is more to the story than just these bare re- 
sults. 

Brother Eric had a little brooder house which had fall- 
en into disrepair, but the frame was sound. So I asked him 
if I could borrow it. He said to take it, but did I know 
what kind of shape it was in? I replaced the floor, painted 
it, covered the top with rolled roofing, and I was in busi- 
ness. It now looks better than the main chicken house. 

There was wire fencing in another out building, a small 
gate in the garage, and some extra fence posts somewhere 
else. In short order I had a yard for the old hens, and the 
scene was complete. 

For the first few days some of the old hens did their 
best to get out. Sometimes they succeeded. They kept go- 
ing back to the their old home, clucking in tones that in- 
formed me I had obviously made a mistake. They would 
forgive me, but they would also correct the error. 

In the meantime I cleaned out the hen house, the first 
top-to-bottom scrubbing the place had gotten since 1989 
when I brought home the 17 Barred Rocks of which three 
now remained. A chicken house ought to be cleaned out 
between different hatchings. I realized one of the advan- 
tages of keeping hens for longer periods was not having to 
do this rather ugly job very often. 

I whitewashed the interior of the house. It was the first 
time I had ever mixed whitewash. I was surprised just how 
well the stuff adhered to surfaces. (I wore goggles while | 
put it on, by the way.) It is easy to see why such an inex- 
pensive and germ-killing covering was so popular in the 
days when labor was cheap. 

While this clean-up and preparation was under way, | 
noticed that all was not well in the little brooder house 
which I had begun to think of as the chicken dower bow- 
er. One of the Barred Rocks was not moving well. She 
was breathing heavily, and her comb looked grey. A 
bright, red comb is one of the best indicators of hen 
health. She was dying. 

I said good-bye to the old hen, unnamed because when 
she came to the farm there was every expectation that one 
day she would be eaten. | thanked her for all her eggs, 
and for gracing our lawn with her dignified bearing as she 
strode across the grass in search of insects. The strain of 
moving had been too much for the old hen, a lesson to us 
all. In the bright sunshine she did die, and I buried her. 

My mind turned toward heaven, and wondered again-- 
as I have so many times before--whether the creatures we 
have known in this life will be with us in glory. I take 
encouragement from St. Paul’s letter to the Romans 
(8:21). "For the creature itself also shall be delivered from 
the bondage of corruption into the glorious liberty of the 
children of God.” There is hope even for old hens. 

The 22 young Barred Rocks fitted into a large box (as 
large a box as I could carry by myself), and I took them to 
their new, white-washed home. Finding food, water, and 
grit, they accommodated themselves to their new circum- 
stances in short order. Only a few days later they seem to 
have grown beyond the point where I could still get them 
all into one box, no matter how large. 

It was a big week in the chicken sort of way, Now we— 
the phickems aud i--hupe iv seiic into @ tong stretch ot 
growth and calm.

A Morgantown, W.Va., 
man will spend a year in 
Garrett County jail and 
must make nearly $1,800 in 
restitution payments after 
being sentenced in last 
week’s Garrett County 
District Court. The assault 
and destruction of property 
charges stemmed from a 
January domestic incident 
at a Mtn. Lake Park resi- 
dence. 

Scott Hebb, 18, pleaded 
guilty at his March trial to 
one count of second-degree 
assault and one count of 
destruction of property. The 
charges stemmed from 
when Hebb, who was re- 
portedly intoxicated, fought 
with his girlfriend and two 
men who had intervened to 
defend her. 

According to court re- 
cords, as Hebb was alleged- 
ly beating his girlfriend, a 
juvenile male attempted to 
break up the fight. Hebb 
reportedly picked him up 
and threw him out of a 
bedroom window to the 
ground 12 feet below. Hebb 
then reportedly kicked a 
second man in the groin 
who was trying to restrain 
him. The two males were 
transported to Garrett 
County Memorial Hospital 
and treated for their inju- 
ries. Finally, Hebb was ac- 
cused of destroying a bath- 
room sink and vanity mirror 
in the house. 

In sentencing Hebb last 
week, Judge Ralph M. 
Burnett handed hm a 
three-year jail sentence, two 
years of which were sus- 
pended, and ordered him to 
pe restitution to his girl- 
riend and the two males 
totaling nearly $1,800. Hebb 


was also placed on two 
years of supervised proba- 
tion and was ordered to 
obtain his General Equi- 
valency Diploma (GED) as 
a condition of his probation 
agreement. 

In other District Court 
news, a Mtn. Lake Park 
man was found to be in 
violation of probation 
(VOP) after not complying 
with the court’s order to 
obtain his GED. 

Casey Patton, 19, was 
convicted on battery and 
destruction of property 
charges last July, and at 
that time received a one- 
year jail sentence, 10 
months of which were sus- 
pended. At that time Patton 
was also placed on two 
years of supervised proba- 
tion, a condition being that 
he obtain his GED within 
six months of being released 
from jail. As he did not 
comply with that order, 
Burnett found Patton guilty 
of VOP, revoked his proba- 
tion and reimposed the 
suspended portion of his 
original sentence as jail 
time.

To Careers" program, a 
federally funded project 
aimed at supporting part- 
nerships between business 
and industry, and the public 
high school and college 
educational systems. 
"School To Careers” is 
being designed to integrate 
students’ academic learning

SAILBOAT RACERS HAVE LAKF TO THEMSELVES

The weather this past 
weckend was abysmal: cool 
cloudy, rainy, and foggy: 
that was the bad news. The 
good news was that no one 
but the racing sailors ven- 
tured out, so the sailors had 
the lake to themselves. In 
fact, the first race on Satur- 
day was, in a way, sailed un- 
der unusually good condi- 
tions in that the winds were 
steady, between 6 to 10 
knots from the east. The 
wind dropped for the sec- 
ond race on Saturday and 
Sunday’s race was sailed in 
rain and fog. In fact, the 
third race finished just be- 
fore the fog closed in and 
obscured everything, includ- 
ing the finish line. 

In the first race I was 
back toward the end of the 
Flying Scot A Fleet, but I 
\gained on three boats on 
Ithe downwind spinnaker 
leg. When the three boats 
just ahead of me took the 
leeward mark wide, I was 
‘able to slip in and take 
‘them. My joy was quickly 
dashed when I slipped, lost 
both the tiller and the 
mainsheet, and the boat 
rounded up into the wind. 
By the time I got back on 
my feet, my ‘Scot was in 
irons. Being in “irons” 
means that you’ve lost all 
forward speed and your 
rudder is no longer able to 


steer. The only way to get 
out of irons is to go back- 
ward, which is what we did 
by backing both the main 
and the jib sails and steer- 
ing backwards so that the 
sails would fill again. Of 
course, going backwards is 
not great in a race and we 
finished last.

"Our Town Theatre" Is Launched 
Open House slated Saturday

A dream come true. 

That is how Jane Avery, 
locally known educator and 
theatre enthusiast, describes 
her latest venture -- one 
that has a great deal of 
promise for all those inter- 
ested in dramatic arts. As of 
last month, Avery owns the 
building along Center Street 
in Oakland recently vacated 
by the Garrett County His- 
torical Society Museum. 
The 1930s brick structure 
has officially been named 
"Our Town Theatre.” There, 
excited folks are already 
meeting, and the ideas for 
shows and programs and 
activities are bouncing 
around like the echo in the 
wide open space. 

"On the day I bought this 
place,” Avery said, “I sat 
here and dreamed for 
hours. There are so many 
things we can do -- so many 
things I've wanted to do for 
years and years." 

After doubting that she 
could possibly afford it, 
Avery purchased the build- 
ing with the help of an 
anonymous __ contributor, 
family members, and others. 

“When I realized the 
place was on sale, I almost 
didn’t even look because I 
just thought there was no 
way. Then I did agree to 
sec it, and I almost hoped it 
wouldn’t be what I wanted. 
‘Maybe the acoustics will be 
awful,’ T was thinking Well, 
when I came in and took 
one look, I knew it was 
perfect," she said. 

Avery has engaged the 
help of several local theatre 
champions by forming a 15- 
member board of directors. 
This group will spearhead 
fund raising, publicity, poli- 
cies and bylaws, renova- 
tions, and programming. 
One of the first slated 
events will be an open 
house of the theatre, to be 
held this Saturday, June 7, 
1-7 p.m. Persons are invited 


to come any time during 
those hours. Entertainment 
is planned and refreshments 
will be served. In addition 
to letting people take a 
look at the budding facility, 
Avery and the board are 
looking for ideas from the 
visitors. 

“We want to know what 
local folks want. That’s very 
important to us. We are 
also looking for any and all 
ideas concerning renova- 
tions, programs, and any- 
thing else people might 
want to talk about," Jane 
said. She is adamant about 
the importance of locals’ 
ideas. 

"This is a community 
theatre. I want to entertain 
children and adults, I want 
to have events for both 
Baby Boomers and the 
younger generation, as well 
as for seniors,” she said. 

One idea in the making 
is titled “Jack Tales," to 
which youngsters will be 
invited to bring their grand- 
parents. 

“It's a darling thing, 
made just for youngsters as 
well as the older crowd. I’m 
sure the 20 to 40 crowd 
won't be all that interested, 
but this is the sort of thing 
I want to do with the 
theatre -- provide entertain- 
ment for all age groups,” 
Avery said. Another idea 
brewing involves children 
upstairs and parents down- 
Stairs. 

"I want to provide fun 
classes for kids, and their 
parents can go downstairs 
for coffee. They can relax 
and talk while their kids 
have a great time upstairs,” 
she said. This is among at 
least a dozen other ideas 
Avery and the board have 
for Our Town Theatre. 

The president of the Our 
Town Theatre Board of 
Directors is Richard Hill, a 
popular local actor. The 
other officers, all also well-

known local stage talents, 
are Sue Harkins, vice presi- 
dent; Jann Dehus and Liz 
Gilbert, secretaries; and 
John Wilson, treasurer. The 
board members are Susan 
Bell, Judy Finkel, Barbara

The theatre was 
launched fittingly last 
month as Avery’s Southern 
High School drama students 
from her theatre II class 
presented a program titled 
"Keepsakes." The 14 teenag- 
ers researched various Gar- 
rett County historical per- 
sons and composed bio- 
graphic monologues. They 
dressed in appropriate garb 
and portrayed these individ- 
uals on the Our Town 
stage, in front of parents, 
board members, and other 
invited individuals. The 
performances served as part 
of the students’ final grade 
in the class, but also provid- 
ed an appropriate opening 
for the new showplace. 

"By researching their 
characters, these students 
have learned to appreciate 
the wellspring of ideas for 
monologues that can germi- 
nate from our rich local 
history,” Avery wrote in the 
program. “All of us have 
learned that we are lucky to 
live in an area where we 
can still keep tabs on our 
past .... Several of these 
students are not Garrett 
County natives, but they 
have begun to appreciate 
the diversity of a history 
that has made our county 
into a mixture of unique 
people with stories which

The performances were met 
with high praise from those 
attending the inaugural 
event, which included a 
question and answer session 
with the students. Guests 
lingered for a time, Avery 
reported, milling about and 
discussing the  theatre’s 
possibilities. 

“I looked over the crowd 
of people here -- standing 
together, talking, laughing -- 
and I was so pleased. There 
is so much talent here, and 
such a need for a place to 
perform. It’s not going to 
be easy, but I have a great 
deal of confidence in this 
terrific board of directors 
and in the people of this 
community. We’re going to 
make it work,” she said. 

The versatility of a large 
open room is a delight to 


theatre buffs -- the seating 
can be adjusted to just 
about any sort of staging, 
including theatre in the 
round, three-quarter-thrust 
(three-sided), proscenium, 
and other arrangements. 
The seating itself at Our 
Town is quite unique: a 
gathering of every kind of 
armchair one can imagine. 
No stiff, jammed-together 
seating at this playhouse; 
instead, an array of soft, 
cushy chairs, each with 
distinct character. 

"People keep ‘claiming’ 
their chairs,” Jane laughed. 
"They come in, look 
around, sit down, and say, 
‘Ahh, this will be my chair 
from now on.” Donated 
armchairs are accepted 
happily, she noted. The 
theatre will scat about 50 
patrons per show. 

Eventually, Ms. Avery 
would like to see a year- 
around operating theatre, 
with a show about every six 
weeks in the winter and a 
combination of running 
performances throughout 
the summer. She hopes to 
work extensively with young 
people interested in pursu- 
ing careers or experience in 
various aspects of theatre -- 
directing, lighting, stage 
design, writing, and/or act-

lots and lots of one-acts, 
sometimes for an invited 
audience only. Play readings 
-- they’re fun and don’t 
require a lot of rehearsal. 
And I'd like to have special 
events for holidays, like 
Veterans Day or Valen- 
tine’s Day.” 

She is certainly not sec- 
ing dollar signs in the fu- 
ture, expecting to run on a 
"shoestring budget” for 
some time, perhaps not 
gaining any kind of profit 
for three to five years. For 
the time being, Avery and 
the board are considering 
various money-raising ideas 
and are welcoming of any 
offered help either in mon- 
etary form or through in- 
kind service. 

"Among other things, we 
need a piano,” she said. 
"Not a junker, but one that 
someone just doesn’t want 
anymore. We need carpen- 
ters, electricians, and 
plumbers to come work a 
little while on the place. It’s 
going to take a community 
effort.” 

Avery is buoyed by the 
goodwill already shown her 
and the theatre. 

"Every time I begin to 
feel overwhelmed by all that 
has to be done, I think of 
the people supporting this 
project,” Jane said. “That 
helps restore my _ con- 
fidence.” She added that the 
Garrett County Arts Coun- 
cil has kindly agreed to 
serve as the “umbrella” 
agency to receive tax-de- 
ductible contributions until 
Our Town obtains its own 
non-profit status. She hopes 
to open with a show in 
October. 


As for tickets to the 
performances, Avery plans 
to keep the cost at around 
five dollars, depending on 
the program. However, she 
is reserving the right to 
charge whatever she and 
the board deems necessary. 
For instance, should the 
theatre be in need of paper 
towels and soap, the admis- 
sion to a show may very 
well be paper towels and 
soap. 

"Whatever works,” 
said, smiling. 

The board members have 
met several times recently, 
and among other things 
have composed a mission 
Statement for Our Town 
Theatre: 

"A theatre should be a 
cornerstone of its society. 
Our Town Theatre will 
provide a wide variety of 
plays and other theatrical 
experiences to encourage 
the growth of knowledge 
and positive action in our 
community. We will strive 
to open the mind, inspire 
the imagination, animate 
the senses, nourish the 
spirit, and propagate hu- 
mor. We will nurture re- 
spect and compassion for 
others, and foster aware- 
ness, perseverance, and 
hope. We will provide a 
medium for the artistic 
development of theatrical 
artists and writers of all 
ages. By maintaining high 
artistic standards and by 
understanding and _inter- 
relating with our local citi- 
zens, we will endeavor to 
meet the needs of our com- 
munity.” 

With the experience, 
wisdom, and good humor of 
Jane Avery and those on 
the board, good things will 
surely come of this.

GCC for FY 1998 98 is 
$1,462,000 -- an increase of 
$125,000 over last year. In 
capital projects at GCC, 
$153,000 was granted of the 
$283,000 request. 

Projects to be completed 
with this money are a lift at 
Rt. 40 Elementary School, 
equipment at the new 
Yough Elementary (funded 
at about 51%), roof restora- 
tion at Northern Middle 
School, and the Technology 
in Maryland Project (mainly 
computer wiring). The 
gymnasium foyer, stage, and 
library improvements at 
Southern High and the 
auxiliary gym and stage at 
Northern were not ap- 
proved, although Glotfelty 
expressed his hope that the 
education board can in 
some way keep on track 
with these items. 

"Education is a_ high 
priority with us,” he said, 
asserting that the system is 
the "greatest in the state” 
with “the best, top rank" 
teachers. "But," he advised, 
“our very first priority is to 
have a balanced budget.” 

The education board had 
also asked for an allotment 
of funds to cover a 2% 
increase in employees’ sala- 
ties. The amount was ap- 
proximately $515,000, but 
the commissioners allotted 
less than half of that 
amount. Dr. Jerome Rysca- 
vage was present at the 
budget meeting and noted 
his concern with this issue. 

"We will try to honor our 
commitment to the  in- 
crease, but it’s not going to 
be easy,” Ryscavage said, 
noting that the board will 
have to shave off about 
$275,000 of the budget and 
will have to use mostly old 
furniture and equipment at 
the new school. However, 
he said he understood the 
budgeting decisions made 
by the commissioncrs, in 
light of the county’s fiscal 
situation. 

Several departments 
received full funding, in- 
cluding the Office of Solid 
Waste and Recycling 
($359,407), Economic De- 
velopment ($229,017), the 
Sanitary Commission 
($12,000), the Garrett 
County Historical Society 
($2,000), the Commission 
for Women ($2,000), and 
others. 

The county roads depart- 
ment request came in at 
$10,344,316 and was funded 
at $9,185,916. This repre- 
sents an increase of 
$1,716,856 over last year’s 
allotment. In a change this 
year, the request did not 
include workers’ benefits -- 
this was placed in a sepa- 
rate category. In capital 
projects, the commissioners 
awarded $420,000 in re- 
sponse to the request of 
$920,000. One item in this 
section is $490,000 for 
equipment, and the com- 
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missioners have pledged to 
finance this amount. 

The sheriffs department 
asked for two new vehicles, 
but that request was not 
funded. An increase for 
department employees was 
funded, however, showing 
an increase of $10,654. The 
sheriff's salary will remain 
the same as last year’s -- 
$50,000, plus $15,670 in 
fringe benefits. The sheriff's 
request for a $1,000 ex- 
pense item was not funded. 

While the entire budget 
package report shows an 
increase of $4,242,752 over 
FY 1997, County Adminis- 
trative Officer Monty Pag- 
enhardt explained that this 
year’s budget does not 
include revenue as an offset 
to applicable expenditures. 
The method in the past was 
to list revenue as an offset 
to expenditures, which 
resulted in understated 
operational costs. 

In a statement in the 
budget document, Pagen- 
hardt explained that the FY 
1998 operating and capital 
budget clearly defines reve- 
nue and expenditures, with 
all revenue from grants 
from the federal and state 
governments, service charg- 
es for current services, 
miscellaneous resources, 
and other financing scurces 
reflected in the revenue 
section. This budget specifi- 
cally accounts for revenue 
and expenditures, while 
previous budgets consolidat- 
ed all departmental employ- 
ce benefits under a desig- 
nated line account. The FY 
1998 budget directly allo- 
catcs this cost to cach dc 
partment for a more specif- 
ic operational cost analysis 
of each county government 
segment. 

The recent adoption of a 
resolution providing for a 
gencral fund, not to ever be 
below 5% of the operating 
budget, will ensure that the 
county has a positive cash 
flow, Pagenhardt explained. 
This resolution came about 
when the results of a Debt 
Affordability Study were 
received by the commission- 
ers earlier this year. 

“Debt service policies will 
allow for debt financing at a 
level consistent with-sound 
fiscal management princi- 
ples and which will meet 
the county’s demand for 
public projects over a five- 
year pcriod and beyond,” 
Pagenhardt wrote. "This 
year’s budget shows Debt 
Service as a_ distinctive 
segment.” 

fhe statement expresses 
the commissioners’ effort to 
"make economic develop- 
ment a number one priori- 
ty,” noting that plans for 
this year include an expan- 
sion of the Southern Gar- 
rett Industrial Park and 


infrastructure additions to 
the Northern counterpart. 
The appropriation of funds 
directed to the construction 
of the new visitor’s informa- 
tion center at Deep Creek 
is representative of the 
commissioners’ long-term 
commitment to tourism, the 
document states. 

The closing sentiment of 
the document’s budget 
“message” is as follows: 


"The county is committed 
to financial and strategic 
planning that will rely on 
the statement that good 
business decisions have to 
become exceptional and the 
county must operate excep- 
tionally and more intensely 
than at any time in the past. 
The provision of public 
services to the citizenry of 
Garrett County will contin- 
ually be enhanced and 
improved by our team of 
many dedicated and profi- 
cient employees. We are 
reorganized, re-focused, and 
aggressively moving toward 
better systems, better pro- 
cesses, and better trained 
employees. ‘Ihe county will 
continue to prioritize the 
appropriation of all funds 
to efficiently serve the citi- 
zens of Garrett County. 

"Ihe Board of County 
Commissioners has estab- 
lished mutual goals of inno- 
vation, growth through 
knowledge management, 
Open communication, and a 
commitment to continuous- 
ly improve the quality of 
our obligations.”

design elements as_ the 
amount of window area 
required for each room, 
ventilation requirements, 
room size minimums, sani- 
tation, basic fire protection, 
stairway and handrail de- 
sign, insulation, moisture 
protection, and “design 
criteria” for Garrett County. 
Dearden stated that this 
may be the most important 
chapter because it outlines 
the basic characteristics and 
minimum safety features of 
a house. 

The next seven chapters 
contain both general and 
technical information re- 
quired for the structural 
design, selection of building 
materials, and the fastening 
schedule for those materi- 
als. 

Dearden said the chapter 
on foundations is the most 


important “for obvious 
reasons.” It addresses wood, 
concrete, and concrete 


block foundations as to 
each foundation’s soil bear- 
ing characteristics, footings, 
wall design, foundation 
drainage, moisture proofing, 
insulation, columns, and 
crawl spaces. 

Floor, wall, roof, ceiling, 
and fireplace/chimney de- 
sign and construction stan- 
dards, along with interi- 
Or/exterior wall coverings 
and roof coverings each 
have a dedicated chapter. 
Dearden said the chapters 
on floors and roof/ceiling 
construction contain tables 
which permit almost anyone 
to determine the allowable 
spacing and spans for a 
floor joist, ceiling joist, or 
roof rafter. The wall and 
roof covering chapters 
provide a number of tables 
which delineate the fasten- 
ing schedule (i.e., number 
and spacing of nails or 
screws) for the various 
coverings permitted for use. 

The chimney and fire- 
place design and construc- 
tion standards are specified 
in the last of the building 
construction chapters. This 
information is also impor- 
tant, Dearden noted, be- 
cause of the fire hazard 
created by poorly construct- 
ed chimneys and/or fireplac- 
es with little to ao clearance 
between the masonry and 
combustible materials. 

Chapters on _ heating, 
electrical wiring, and 
plumbing were not ad- 
dressed by Dearden because 
such work is essentially 
performed by mechanics 
licensed in those trades. 

For persons who wish to 
build their own homes, the 
CABO Code is a valuable 
source of information, 
Dearden said.

In 1989, when my son 
could no longer cope with 
his job because of his men- 
tal state, his private psychia- 
trist dropped him because 
the insurance money was no 
“anger available. 

hen the Garrett County 
Mental Health Department 
entered our lives. A psychi- 
atrist was appointed, along 
with a counselor. My son 
met with them regularly for 
five years. The psychiatrist 
simply kept refilling the 
medication that the original 
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psychiatrist gave him. 

My son went throug 
times when the rest of our 
family wondered if he was 
safe. I tried to make his 
counselor and psychiatrist 
aware of the situation, but 
no action was taken. Urgent 
phone calls were not even 
returned. Those were des- 
perate days; I did not know 
what to do. I had other 
children to raise. But God 
answered my. prayers. My 
son’s counselor got a pro- 
motion! That meant he was 
no longer a counselor. 

As a result, Ruth Gold- 
bloom became the new 
counselor. She found me in 
the waiting room the first 
time I took my son in for 
his first appointment with 
her. I had become bitter 
and critical of the Garrett 
County Mental Health 
Department.

She talked with me in 
her office and in the ap- 
pointments that followed, 
my son signed papers to 
include me in his therapy. 
She worked with both of us. 
I kept a journal of my son’s 
moods and the problems | 
faced with him and the 
system. The journal was 
sent to Commissioner 
Wayne Wilt and Dr. Ar- 
cher. 

Finally, another psychia- 
trist, Dr. Callis, was ap- 
pointed. He and Ruth did 
their jobs. They did the 
paperwork so my son could 
et a medical card. Dr. 

allis even changed the 
babe medication; it’s 
een a blessing. Now my 
son receives S100 _ per 
month from the Depart- 
ment of Social Services 
until his benefits come 
through. Social Security 
paperwork was kept current 
and my son was assigned a 
lawver. Family life finally 
had some peace and nor- 
mality to it. 

My son was considering 
rehabilitation as Dr. Callis, 
Ruth Goldbloom, and I 
worked with him. 

On May 5, 1997, Ruth 
informed me that her job 
had been terminated. I telt 
something in. me. drop. .! 
think it was “hope.” 

Reflecting over the years 
with the Garrett County 
Mental Health Department, 
I see clearly that there are 
those that really do care 
and do everything they can 
to help and there are those 
who don’t. The ones who 
don’t care collect their 
payeness just the same. 

o works for the mentally 
ill and who works for the 
pay in the system? 

I wish to publicly thank 
God for bringing Ruth 
Goldbloom and Dr. Callis 
into our lives. May their 
true value be revealed. Both 
are worth more then they 
were ever paid. May God

Background Scripture: 

I Timothy 6:2b-21 

Devotional Reading: 

1 Timothy 6:14-20 

Many vesrs ago | saw a Bnush 
mouon pecuure, Heavens Above!, in 
which the late Peter Sellers played 
the past of a naive Anglican pnes! 
who took senously and literally 
Jesus’ teaching about money 
Without meaning to do so, the 
rector alienated just about evervone 
in his pansh with his admoniuons 
to share matenal good with those 
who were needy. What made the 
film so whimsical for me was that 
he didn’t exaggerate or bend the 
words of Jesus in any way; he sim- 
ply accepted these teachings at 
face value. 

The movie audience laughed 
hearuly at Sellers’ character, but 
I suspect that most of us were 
laughing at ourselves as well. For 
we are often the ones who fail to 
take Jesus senously, particularly 
when taking him senously would 
interfere with something we want 
to do or not to do. Like shanng 
our matenal wealth with those in 
need. 

BELIEVING IN MONEY 

To be sure, we do share a portion 
of it—what was the last stausuc | 
saw on church giving: the major- 
ity of Chnsuans giving less than 
one per cent of their income for 
chantable and benevolent causes! 
We all know that level of shanng 
is not what Jesus expects of us. 
but we resist talang him senousiv 
because matenal wealth is what 
most of us really believe 1s the root 
of happiness. We believe in 
God, but we believe even more 
In money and what it can buy 

If this doesn t apply to vou. weil 
good for vou! But it applies to me. 
even though I protess that God 1s 





i 





much more important than money 
It 1s not what | say about money, 
but how I feel about it and what | 
do about 1t. If | really believed that 
God alone ts the source of all tha: 
I need for abundant life, I would 
be more generous with what | 
have. And I strongly suspect that 
1am not alone in that condition. 

The problem, of course. is not 
with money itself, but as the wnter 
of 1 Timothy says. “the love of 
money 1s the root of ail evil” 
(6:10). And if it 1s not the love of 
money itself, itis the love of what 
money can buy—or at least wha: 
we think it can buy. Despite our 
disclaimers. all of us believe ana 
have taith in money and matena! 
things. We often turn to money, not 
God. when we need help. God's 
greatest adversary in our worid 1s 
and has always been matenalism 
And that’s whv we have a hara * 
ume taking senousily Jesus and the 
wmier of | Timothy when they 
speak to us ot matenal wealth. 

GODLINESS: 
THE REWARD 

Some people try to insure, 
happiness by behaving tn sr. 
godly manner. They use godli- 
ness as a strategy to assure them- 
selves of God's salvation. Bur ~ 
the wniter of | Timothy tells us 
that they have it all wrong: god- 
liness doesn't buy us happiness... 
godliness ts happiness. “There 
1S greal gain in godliness with. 
contentment” (6:6). Godliness 
is sts own reward. What we are 
looking tor mn tollowing the almighty 
dollar is precisely what we expenence 
when we live godly lives. God- 
liness makes us feel good, full 
and complete. 

So whatis godliness? The wnter 
puts it simply for us: “They are 
to do good, to be nch in good’ 
deeds, liberal and generous. thus 
laying up for themselves a good 
foundation for the future, so that. 
they may take hold of the tife;: 
which ts life indeed” (4:18.19). 

If we want “life indeed” we need: 
to take Jesus senously. “4

PHNPAT Course 


Debbie Friend, RN, Ac- 
cident, attended the recent 
Public Health Nurses Physi- 
cal Assessment Training 
(PHNPAT) course in Mor- 
gantown, W.Va. Ms. Friend 
works at Eglon Clinic, Pres- 
ton-Taylor Community 
Health Centers. 

PHNPAT is provided by 
the Mary Babb Randolph 
Cancer Center of WVU 
and the West Virginia Bu- 
reau for Public Health, with 
support from the Centers 
for Disease Control. 

The course trains nurses 
to look for breast and cervi- 
cal changes, how to tell if 
changes are normal, and 
what to do when they are 
not normal.

week. Soybean planting 
continued ahead of the 
previous year average. 


Sorghum planting was 
ahead of the previous year 
average but behind the five- 
year average. Sweet corn 
planting was a little ahead 
of its previous year average 
and a little behind the five- 
year average. Tomato and 
cantaloupe planting was 
slightly ahead of their 
previous year and five-year 
averages.

It's Time To Repeal Unfair "Death Tax" 


American agriculture is being seriously threatened by 
one of the most unfair taxes in the system—the estate tax. 
We all know of families who have worked hard all their 
lives to build up their operations so they can pass the fann 
on to their children. But when the owner dies, the children 
find they cannot afford the estate tax. They are forced to 
sell all or part of the farm to pay the Internal Revenue 
Service. 

The "death tax" doesn't even collect very much rev- 
enue. The wealthy can afford attorneys to get aroundit. It's 
ordinary farm folks who are the real victims—those who 
have watched their farm operation inflate in value, then 
are forced to sell land to afford the tax. Unfortunately, the 
buyers all too often are developers, so we lose more 
valuable farmland and stable family farms. 

You and I can do something about it. The call for estate 
tax reform is getting louder across the country, and in the 
cities, too. 

Farm Bureau is urging members to write to each of our 
senators and our representative, demanding reform. It's 
possible to achieve our goal, but Congress needs to hear 
from you. Take amoment today to sit down and write your 
lawmakers, telling them how this tax affects you on the 
farm and your planning for the future, how it devastates 
not only grieving farm families but the communities we 
support.

Wheat Yield 
Expectations 
Good In Md. 


According to the Mary- 
land Agricultural Statistics 
Service, the 1997 winter 
wheat crop in Maryland is 
expected to yield an average 
of 55 bushels per acre, 
based on May | conditions. 
This average yield, com- 
bined with acreage of 
207,000 acres, translates to 
an overall production level 
of 11,385,000 bushels, three 
and a half percent less than 
the output of 1996. In Dela- 
ware an average winter 
wheat yield of 62 bushels 
per acre from 77,000 Dela- 
ware harvested acres is 
expected. The overall pro- 
duction level for Delaware, 
at 4,774,000 bushels, is 15% 
percent more than 1996, if 
May 1 expectations are 
realized. Virtually all wheat 
grown in the two state area 
is fall sown winter varieties. 

Winter wheat production 
in the United States is 
forecast at 1.56 billion 
bushels, up six percent from 
1996 and one percent more 
than in 1995. Based on May 
1 conditions, the U.S. yield 
is forecast at 38.2 bushels 
per acre. If realized, this 
would be a full bushel bet- 
ter than last year and a 
half-bushel above 1995. 
Grain area totals 40.8 mil- 
lion acres, up three percent 
from last year. Hard red 
winter wheat production is 
forecast up 17 percent from 
last year while soft red and 
white winter wheat are 
down three and 12 percent, 
respectively. 

A hard freeze hit por- 
tions of Texas, Oklahoma, 

































Kansas, and Colorado April 
11-13. Considerable damage 
was evident, but assessment 
of crop loss is continuing. 
The hard red winter wheat 
area for grain is expected to 
be up nine percent from 
last year. Soft red winter 
wheat is estimated to be 
down 10 percent from last 
year and white winter wheat 
area is about six percent 
less than a year ago. The 
southeastern soft red winter 
wheat is developing ahead 
of average progress, but 
yield forecasts are generally 
down.

Route 42 Will 
Stay Open For 


Summer Months 


Ihe State Highway Ad- 
ministration (SHA) an- 
nounced yesterday that a 
compromise has _ been 
reached concerning the cul- 
vert repair work along Rt. 
42 near Friendsville and 
that the road will remain 
open for the summer sea- 
son. The original planned 
called for a six-week closure 
of the busy route, beginning 
in July. This proposal elicit- 
ed a great protest from res- 
idents and business owners, 
who implored the SHA to 
come up with a better plan. 

The closure has now 
been delayed until after 
labor Day and has been 
shortened from six weeks to 
one week, according to K.C. 
Keith, SHA engineer. Keith 
said the original plan was to 
close the road sometime 
after July 4th with comple- 
tion in late August to avoid 
conflicts with school busing. 
Further evaluation by the 
Garrett County Board of 
Education Transportation 
Department staff apparently 
determined that service to 
the children involved can be 
arranged for the one-week 
closure. 

Presently a schcdule is 
being developed, Keith said, 
that will close the road for 
about one week, after which 
it will be re-opened to 
traffic. Then daily single- 
lane temporary traffic con- 
trols will be utilized until 
the culvert work is finished 

A petition requesting a 
change in the original plan 
had numerous signatures, 
including that of Garrett 
County Commissioner Rog- 
er Glotfelty, and the com-

Route 219, north of the 
Cove Overlook. Rubin’s car 
veered across the highway 
into the southbound lanes, 
colliding with a car driven 
by Robert Lee Cunning- 
ham, 71. Cunningham was 
killed, and his 55-year old 
wife, Carla Cunningham, 
was injured and hospitalized 
for treatment of her inju- 
ries. 

Rubin initially faced two 
charges, one count each, of 
homicide by motor vehicle 
while intoxicated, and homi- 
cide by motor vehicle while 
under the influence of 
alcohol. The third charge of 
homicide by motor vehicle 
while under the influence of 
drugs was added after the 
State’s attorney’s office 
received the lab test results 
that indicated the presence 
of Valium, a prescription 
medication, in  Rubin’s 
blood. 

According to  State’s 
Attorney Lisa ‘Thayer 
Welch, the State decided to 
accept Rubin’s guilty plea 
to this third count as it best 
fit the facts of the case, and 
the other two charges were 
dismissed as they both 
factually merged with the 
homicide by motor vehicle 
while under the influence of 
drugs charge.

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Keyser Coach 
Drowns In 


Savage River 


The football coach of 
Keyser High School 
drowned last Wednesday 
evening after his kayak 
overturned in the Savage 
River near Bloomington. A 
river warning was in effect 
at the time of the accident, 
issued by Maryland Natural 
Resources Police, asking 
recreational users to stay 
off the rain-swollen river 
until high waters had sub- 
sided, 

Michael Kelly Day, 45, 
Keyser, was kayaking with 
two other men when all 
three kayaks overturned at 
about 6:30 p.m. in the rap- 
ids of the Savage River, 
about one-half mile up- 
stream from its juncture 
with the North Branch of 
the Potomac River. All 
three men, each described 
as an experienced kayaker, 
made it safely to shore at 
the old Westvaco wood 
yard; however, Day jumped 
back into the water to re- 
trieve his kayak, and was 
swept under by the fast- 
flowing current. 

A river search was initi- 
ated by emergency person- 
nel after one of the remain- 
ing kayakers called 911. 
Units participating were the 
NRP and Maryland State 
Police (MSP); the Luke, 
Westernport, and Piedmont 
Police and Fire Depart- 
ments; and the Westvaco 
Security Police Department. 
Searchers were also assisted 
ty the MSP. helicopter. The 
evening search was unsuc- 
cessful, however, and re- 
sumed early the next morn- 
ing. 
At 9:30 a.m., after the 
Army Corps of I:ngineers 
reduced the outflow at the 
Savage River dam about six 
miles upstream, Day’s body 
released itself from debris 
in the vicinity of the area 
where he had disappeared. 
Ihe body was recovered by 
NRP Officers Jim Clise and 
Brad Stafford, with assis- 
tance from the Luke Fire 
Department, Westernport 
Police Department, and 
Westvaco Security Police. 

The fatal accident marks 
the first drowning in the 
Savage River this year. 
Garrett County’s Savage 
and Youghiogheny rivers 
are prized by kayakers for 
their whitewater, but those 
same rapids can be fatal in 
times of especially high 
water, The Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
encourages caution whenev- 
er using the rivers and 
heeding river warnings. 

“We put the river advi- 
sories out as a public ser- 
vice announcement,” said 
DNR spokeswoman Patty

At the time of the acci- 
dent, he was working on a 
job site on Durst Road off 
Route 495 for D&S Log- 
ging, Grantsville. MSP Tpr. 
Robert M. Hershberger, 
reported that Mr. McKenzie 
was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

Personnel from MSP, 
Northern Rescue Squad, 
and Grantsville VFD all re- 
sponded to the 1 p.m. acci- 
dent along with the state 
police medevac helicopter. 

McKenzie was born June 
®, 1941, in Frostburg, a son 
of Vergic (Garlitz) McKen 
zie and the late Dayton 
McKenvic. 

He was a self-employed 
timberman and a meniber 
of the Meadow Mountain 
Mennonite Church. 

In addition to his moth- 
er, he is survived by his 
wile, Mary Alice (Otto) 
McKenzie; one son, Daniel 
Ray McKeuzic, Crantsville;

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There are many examples of unresponsiveness on 
the part of all levels of government, despite the best 
efforts of citizens to brmg about a response. How- 
ever, it pleases us to report this week a case in which 
a relatively small number of citizens filed a com- 
plaint against the intentions of a government agency, 
the agency heard them, and then responded with a 
different pronosal that addressed their concerns. 

Maryland Rt. 42 was scheduled to be closed for at 
least six weeks this summer so that the State High- 
way Administration could replace two culverts. The 
closure of the road would have had a negative im- 
pact not only on businesses located along Rt. 42, but 
also on perhaps scores of other McHenry area busi- 
nesses which depend on that route to bring custo- 
mets to their sites from the West Virginia and Penn- 


» sylvania areas that lie north and west of Friendsville. 


It would also, of course, have been a major inconve- 


| nience to many residents along the roadway. 


Because of the outcry, the SHA announced this 
week that it has scrapped the project for the summer 
months and has re-scneduled it for after Labor Day. 
The method of replacement of the culverts will also 
be different so that both lanes of the road will be 
closed for only one weck. 

An SHA spokesman noted that the project will 
now be more costly because of the changes, but we 
believe that, from an overall economic effect to that 
area of the county, it will probably be worth it. 

Perhaps the SHA should have been a bit more 


- sensitive to the needs of Rt. 42 businesses and resi- 


dents to begin with, but we are still pleased that the 
agency has responded in such a positive way to the 


, complaint. The state could have easily ignored the 
{j desires of the opposition and gone right ahead with 


the project. We also appreciate the cooperation of 
other agencies, such as the Board of Education 
transportation department, which will cope with the 
closure during school time and make sure that the 
affected students will still be taken to school while 


| the road is closed. In addition, we thank the Garrett 


County commissioners, who also voiced their con- 
cerns and opposition to the project on behalf of their 
constituents. 

Speaking out doesn’t always effect the desired 
change, but a few examples like the one just de- 


| scribed certainly continue to make it a worthwhile 
| endeavor.

SCHOOL’S OUT 
The events of 30 years ago are bound up with smells 
“that recur. The herbaceous “fragrance of newly mown hay 
and the sweet scent of honeysuckle carry with them the 
days ol my childhood and especially the days when my 
childhood was ending. 

I think no one could have had a more beautiful first 12 
years of life than I had. No one should be surprised that 
I feel a little nostalgic about those days when nearly every- 
thing seemed well and what was ill in the world seemed 
curable. 

Those days of long ago seem especially precious to me 
during these final days of spring because our son, the 
youngest of our children, has finished elementary school. 
His childhood is in twilight. The first tumultuous waves of 
his adolescence have already washed over us with enough 
emotional violence to knock us over. 

Granted to us have been a few calm, lovely days to cel- 
ebrate his achievements to date, and to give us grounds to 
hope--and to work--for the best in the years to come. The 
years of elementary school culminated last week when the 
school had programs to recognize special achievements. 

The first was the Patriot Award assembly. In the fifth 
grade the kids are challenged to undertake certain pro- 
jects in order to qualify for this award. The requirements 
vary from school to school, but those which Nicholas had 
to fulfill were memorizing the Pledge to the Flag, the Pre- 
amble to the Constitution, a paraphrased Bill of Rights, 
flag cliquette, two stanzas of the national anthem, the 50 
states (on a blank map), and a report on a president other 
than Washington or Lincoln. 

The program was tough enough to require a substantial 
amount of extra work, but not so much to seem impossi- 
ble. It was not something that Nick wanted to do (I was 
later relieved to discover that most or all of the other kids 
also balked), but between coaxes, bribes, and threats he 
got it all done. 

How can any parent express the emotion of seeing 
one’s child stand at the front of an auditorium with a se- 
lect group and to receive the applause of his peers, their 
parents, and teachers? What is it worth to see the look of 
pleasure and pride on your child's lace and to know for 
that one moment, anyway, he has experienced the satisfac- 
tion of having worked hard for something and of having 
achieved it? 

The next morning my wife and I went to school for a 
breakfast honoring those fifth graders who had achieved 
the standard either for academic excellence or academic 
improvement. We sat with our son, two of his best friends, 
and their parents. 

We felt proud of our son, but beyond pride, we felt 
gratitude. We were grateful that Nick had found such 
good friends, not only the two who sat with us, but several 
others as well who all challenge cach other academically 
and in sports, We were grateful for the parents of those 
other boys with whom we share a mutual trust as our chil- 
dren are in and out of each others homes. 

We were grateful for the school staff and especially for 
the teachers who had guided them during those precious 
hours each day for half of the year. To have a child in a 
happy school is another great gift. 

With the gratitude and joy there is sadness too, but 
even the sadness has a beauty to it. For it is the sadness 
of seeing a lovely era of life come to a close. It is the sad- 
ness of wanting to linger a while longer, but knowing it is 
time to go on and that we must go on. 

A ritual has come to an end. Breakfast, reading togeth- 
er, walking up the lane with the dogs to await the school 
bus (and once in a while as the school bus has awaited 
us). All that now passes into the realm of treasuged mem- 
ories. Something new is about to begin, and @mething

To support this, McCain 
said that after spending 


some time in the program 
he visited his physician for a 
check-up. He reported that 
his cholesterol had dropped 
to 133, his bkood pressure 
was lowered, and his blood 
sugar level had normalized. 

Asa McCain feels very 
good these days, he said. 
He sleeps very soundly and 
has increased his energy 
level. He also spoke warmly 
of the friendships and sup- 
port that grew within the 
group that gathers weekly 
for meetings. He said he 
feels that he has begun 
focusing on life in a differ- 
ent way since he entered 
the program. 


Weigh Down was started 
in Franklin, Tenn., by Gwen 
Shambhn as an alternative 
to commercial weight-loss 
plans. She said her program 
differs from others in that it 
emphasizes prayer, faith 
and Bible scripture. 

Shamblin explained the 
message in the program is 
that when people overeat, 
they obey food and give 
their hearts to food. In- 
stead, she suggested, they 
can tansfer that relationship 
with the refrigerator to a 
relationship with God. 

Coordinator of the local 
Weigh Down group is Oak- 
land resident Jean McCon- 
nell. She said that in the 
couple of years since she 
moved to Garrett County, 
she has gained 25 pounds. 

She said she had heard 
of an cffcctive weight loss 
program from her daughter 
who lives in New England. 

McConnell found that if 
she wanted to get involved 
with this program, she 
would need to get a local 
chapter started. So she 
contacted Shamblin in 
Tennessee. 

“You just volunteer to 
get a group together of five 
or more people and they 
send you the materials you 
need to start a 12-weck 
program,” she explained. 

At the outset there were 
‘jus a! few involved tithe 
local Weigh Down group 
and they met at the home 
of one or another of the 
members. But more people 
have since signed up, and 


the workshop has moved its 
meetings to the Church of 
Christ, Memorial Drive, 
Oakland. 

McConnell said she likes 
the program because it 
permits people to eat what 
they want. "For lunch today 
I had an apple dumpling 
and ice cream,” she laugh- 
ingly said. And yet, she has 
lost weight. "I've lost about 
15 pounds,” she said. 

Both Asa McCain and 
Jean McConnell attest that 
though their sizes may be 
shrinking, their spirits are 
surely growing as a result of 
their life style changes.

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Careys Among The Many Garrett County 


Families Who Have Served Their Nation 


by David Foster 

Washington, Grant, Pershing Patton...the names of these 
American military heroes are known to every schoolchild, 
and are carved on statues and monuments around the na- 
tion. Yet American heroes are among us here as well, for 
hardly a local family exists that has not sent at least one 
of its own to serve in our nation’s armed forces, carrying 
with them family names that have called these hills of 
western Maryland home for a century or more. Printed 
beneath photos in decades of high school yearbooks, 
hand-painted on mailboxes lining rural lanes, some nearly 
filling whole columns in the phone book, these and many 
other Garrett County family names are as familiar to us 
as our own... 


Ashby, Beachy, Coddington... 

One family that symbolizes the experience of many lo- 
cal families, and countless families all over the country, is 
the Carey family of the Long Stretch area. In the spring 
of 1941, John L., grandson of an Irish immigrant, and 
Rose A. (Smith) Carey were rearing nine children on their 
farm just north of the current location of the Route 40 
school. In just a short time, all of their lives were to 
change because of world events far from Garrett County. 
On May 8 the eldest son Harry was drafted into the ser- 
vice, and three wecks later the second eldest son Law- 
rence answered the same call from his country. 


Durst, Evans, Fazenbaker... 

Harry and Lawrence were sent to different bases for 
training, Fort Meade, Md., and Camp Lee, Va., respec- 
tively. Harry was assigned to the 29th U.S. Infantry Di- 
vision, while Lawrence was assigned to the 4th U.S. In- 
fantry Division. From the day they left home for their as- 
signments, they would not see cach other again for three 
years, not until 1944 when both divisions were sent to the 
same staging area in England to prepare for the impend- 
ing invasion of the European mainland, known now as D- 
Day. Harry knew that the 4th Division was training in the 
29th’s vicinity, so he procured a pass and went in search 
of his brother Lawrence. They were able to spend a cou- 
ple of hours together that day, and were not to see one 
another again before D-Day. 


Gower, Harvey, Iden... 

On June 6, 1944, the 29th Division landed on Omaha 
Beach under heavy German firepower. Harry, a rifleman, 
was severely wounded early in the assault with a bullet 
through a lung, and was left for dead there on the sand by 
his comrades. He was picked up the next day and trans- 
ported to a hospital back in England for surgery, eventual- 
ly recuperating to return to the front lines. The 4th Divi- 
sion landed on Utah Beach, and Lawrence, a truck driver, 
proceeded inland with his unit. Both brothers eventually 
made it into Germany to see action at the Battle of the 
Bulge, among other engagements. Harry achieved the 
rank of Technical Sergeant and was awarded the Purple 
Heart for his D-Day wounds, and Lawrence achieved the

Jackson, Kitzmiller, Lewis... 

The young men of our nation had to grow up fast as 
they waged combat in Europe and in the Pacific. ‘Perhaps 
unrealized is the fact that the brothers and sisters left be- 
hind also grew up quickly as they assumed increased re- 
sponsibilities and awaited word regarding the safety of 
their loved ones overseas. Harry and Lawrence left behind 
one brother, age 12, and six sisters, ranging in age from 5 
to 25. Five of the six sisters would eventually marry veter- 
ans of WWII (Grace’s husband, John Braskey, was a 
Purpie Heart recipient), and a sixth sister would marry a 
veteran of the Korean Conflict. One of the sisters also 
enlisted herself and became a medical technician in the 
U.S. Army. 


Martin, Nicklow, O’Brien, Paugh... 

Harry has recently received correspondence, alter 50 
years, from a nurse lieutenant who treated him while he 
was a patient in the 160th General Hospital in England 
recovering from his D-Day wounds. Her brother had lo- 
cated Harry’s address on the Internet. ‘hey have corre- 
sponded and spoken on the phone, and Harry has been 
invited to their annual reunions. 


Quade, Rodeheaver, Sherman... 

Lawrence died of cancer in 1983. He is survived by his 
wife, Vivian Burdock Carey, and is buried in Blocher 
Cemetery, off Long Stretch not far from the farm where 
he was raised. Harry lives in Frostburg with his family, 
and was honored by friends and his extended family on 
the 50th anniversary of D-Day. He is a member of the 
Grantsville Post #214 of the American Legion. 


Tasker, Umbel, Vodopvvec... 

Lawrence’s parents and grandparents are also buried in 
Blocher Cemetery, along with an uncle, Allen L. Carey, 
who served in WWI. The Carey family has served its 
country well with successive generations represented in 
both the Army and the Navy.

DIGITAL IMAGING 

Ihe world of outdoor photography is going to be im- 
pacted by digital camera imaging technology, just as will 
all other aspects of photography. A digital camera oper- 
ates much the same as the 35mm you are used to with 
one big exception. That is, the camera doesn’t use any 
film. Instead the image is recorded electronically and film 
and processing chemicals are eliminated. 

Use of a digital camera is tied to the computer. The 
invage recorded in the digital camera is transferred directly 
and instantly into a desktop computer, either Windows PC 
or Macintosh, and the photographer can then manipulate 
these images through the computer. Multiple images can 
be created from a single shot. Images can be retouched 
and enhanced. Colors can be changed. Photos can be 
combined and they can be printed or placed into docu- 
ments that exist in the computer. 

These new cameras can be expensive, but, manufactur- 
ers are working to bring the costs down to where they are 
attractive to the consumer market. For example, Olympus 
now offers a digital point-and-shoot type camera for about 
$600 and another touted to deliver expert level quality for 
about $900. Outdoor photographers with desktop comput- 
ers may want to explore the possibilities of digital imaging 
and assess the value to their particular pursuit. 

FISHING WITH PLASTIC WORMS 

Plastic worms aren’t new to bass fishermen. They have 
been around for a while and they’ve remained popular for 
one very good reason. They catch fish. 

For consistent success in fishing plastic worms, proper 
rigging is critical. The basic method for rigging a plastic 
worm is to slip the hook through the head of the worm 
and out and then pull the shank through the worm until

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the eye of the hook tucks into the worm head. Then, 
keeping the worm perfectly straight, the point of the hook 
should be placed in the side of the worm. This rig is de- 
signed to be weedless as the hook is embedded in the 
worm and not exposed until the hook is set when a bass 


The two primary ways of using the weedless rig are (1) 
“Texas-Rigged” and (2) “Carolina-Rigged.” A Texas- 
Rigged worm has a Iree sliding bullet weight placed im- 
mediately above the head, while a Carolina-Rig has a free 
sliding weight restricted by a barrel swivel 18 to 24 inches 
above the hook. The Texas-Rig will work on the bottom 
and the Carolina-Rig will tend to float up a bit from the 
bottom. An adaptation of the Carolina-Rig is to place a 
split shot sinker 18 to 36 inches above the hook in lieu of 
the barrel swivel and sliding weight. 


DON’T CLEAN UP THE WOODS 

Cleaning up trash is OK, but it’s better for the wildlife 
of an area if stumps, snags, and fallen trees are left for 
their use. Woodpeckers, bats, raccoons, mice, and many 
amphibians need decaying trees as a source of life necessi- 
ties. Decaying trees attract insects, which in turn provide 
a food supply for nuthatches, chickadees, and other in- 
sect-eating birds. They also provide shelter for certain 


RIVER REPORT 
This is the time of year that fly fishermen dream of. 
Ihe rivers are coming down and the bugs are coming off, 
combining for some exciting days and evenings seeking the 


Allan Noland reports that the green drakes began com- 
ing off the Yough around the first of June and should 
provide lots of action right through the end of the month. 
He said that he has been doing well with an elk hair cad- 
dis fished dry and a bead head nymph or caddis emerger 
on an 18-inch dropper tied right to the shank of the dry. 

Hatches this year are about two weeks behind what 
would be expected. On the North Branch big browns and 
rainbows have been feeding on stocked fingerlings, and 
streamers in sizes number four through 10 are producing 
quite well. The Savage has been running high, but is now 
coming down and is quite clear. Anglers here might try 
March Browns, Caddis patterns, and a special crayfish pat- 
tern available at the Spring Creek Outfitters Shop. 

Another hot spot fly fishermen might want to try is 
Broadford Lake. Allan reports that smallmouth, crappie, 
and panfish have been aggressively attacking sparkle grubs 
in shallow water. The sparkle grub is tied with lead eyes, 
Clouser style, with marabou tail and sparkling chenille 
body. ‘The fly rides with the hook turned up so it tends to 
be weedless. Action should be imparted with short strips. 


DEEP CREEK LAKE REPORT 
According to Jimmy Iden, the walleye fishermen have 
been catching a ton of walleyes in the 12-inch range. Now 
this isn’t particularly good news for this year since the le- 
gal size for walleye is 15 inches; but, it does bode well for 
fishing about two years out when these 12 inchers have 
grown a bit. Perch and bluegill action should be picking

Beneficiaries who owe a past-due debt to Social Securi- 
ty because they received an overpayment of benefits 
should know the Internal Revenue Service is authorized 
to reduce or withhold their federal tax refund to collect 
the delinquent debt. They may find their tax refund held 
up or decreased is a result. 

Approximately 132,000 persons received notices last Ju- 
ly and August stating that any federal tax refund they may 
expect to receive this year will be subject to be withheld 
for their delinquent debt. The notice was designed to give 
them an opportunity to repay the debt through other 
means. 

Social Security overpayments occur when beneficiaries 
fail to report a change in their circumstances that affect 
their entitlement to benefits. Examples are a mother or fa- 
ther whose young child is no longer in his or her care; or 
a disabled worker who returns to work. In both cases they 
may continue to receive benefits to which they are no 
longer entitled, and may accrue an overpayment. 

If you receive a letter from Social Security about money 
you owe, you can review your records with a Social Securi- 
ty representative. You have 60 days to object to the col- 
lection of the overpayment or to repay the debt. If you 
don’t owe the money, your record will be corrected. But, 
if you do owe money, you can repay the amount in full or 
in installment payments--whichever is most convenient for 
you. In some instances, the collection of the debt may be 
waived completely if you can show severe hardship and 
that the overpayment was not your fault. 

To avoid problems with future tax refunds, contact So- 
cial Security if you have an outstanding overpayment. You 
can contact your local office or call Social Security’s 
toll-free number, 1-800-772-1213. Because the lines are 
busiest early in the month, call later in the week and later 
in the month.

director of athietics. He 
also served eight years as a 
school superintendent. 

As the incoming superin- 
tendent in Taylor County, 
W.Va., in 1989, he inherited 
a budget that was nearly 
one million dollars in debt, 
and had been in a deficit 
position since 1985. The 
deficit was removed by 1992 
and there was a carryover 
of $950,000 in 1995. 

In 1989 only two schools 
in the Taylor County system 
were fully accredited. By 
1994, all schools in the 
system had reached full 
accreditation status. 


"Dr. Teets has shown a 
great deal of initiative in 
finding ways to save money 
without taking it directly 
out of budget line items,” 
noted Carpenter. "He has 
also been very aggressive in 
securing grant money from 
both the private and public 
sectors. A great example is 
the establishment of the 
Taylor County Education 
loundation to raise funds 
for school improvements.

Bac ed Scripture: 
2 Timothy 2:1-13 
Devotional Reading: 

2 Timothy 2:14-26 

As aboy, | always enjoyed board 
games: “Go lo the Head of the 
Class,” “Clue.” “Chinese Checkers ° 
and “Monopoly,” to name just a tew 
But. much as | enjoyed playing the 
games. I didn t like having to read 
all the ruies that went with them 
Of course. you ve got to know the 
niles to play the game. As 2 Timothy 
puts it, “An athlete is not crowned 
unless he competes according (o 
the rules” (2:5). 

It’s like that with life, too. It 1s 
very important that we tamilianze 
ourselves with the rules of life. 
How often I| use to complain that 
something or other that | expen- 
enced was “not fair!” One day, 
however, someone stopped me in 
msd-complaint and asked. “Where 
did you get the idea that life has 
to be feir” 

NOT FAIR! 

Actually, if | had read the rules. 
| would have known that faimess 
is not one of the promises God 
gives us ajong with the gift of life. 
Where 1s that written? Many 
places. but especially in the Bible. 
Granted, I don’t recall any passage 
in which it 1s specifically stated, 
“Life is not fair!’ But you can't 
read very far in the scnptures 
without getung that message. 
Actually, that’s what the cross of 
Chnst is all about—life’s injustice. 
If life is to be fair, 1 1s not 
something that we will find along 
the way, out something that we 
ourselves must bring into being. 

Another one of the rules that is 
often overlooked by Chnsuans 1s 
that some sutfering 1s to be 
expected for ali humans and 
Chnsuans are not exempt. From 
Genesis to Revelauon. the Bible 
clearly states that suffenng is part 
of the human condition. Chnsuanitv 









Is not about avording sulfenng, bur 
in dealing with 1 victoriously. , 

The wnter of 2 Timothy says 
"Take your share of suffenng asa 
good soldier of Christ Jesus” 
(2:3). The implication here is thar 
Christians might even have to 
suffer more than others. As 
hardship goes with soldienng, so 
it goes with Chnsuan discipleship 
As an apostle for Jesus Christ, 
Paul experienced more, not less 
suffenng. It 1s for the gospei. he 
wntes, “for which | am suffenng 
and wearing fetters like a cninunal 
(2:9). 

WORST-CASE SCENARIO 

What we need to keep in 
perspecuve here 1s that suffenng 
1s not the worst thing that can 
befall us. Being defeated by 
suffering is the worst thing 
Permitting suffering to dissipate 
or ruin our faith 1s our greates: 
danger. Failing to look to Chnst 
in our hour of suffering ts the most 
crucial mistake we can make 

For our strength 1s not in hiding 
behind the door when the suffenng 
1s passed out. but in experiencing 
the grace of God. “You then. my 
son. be strong in the grace thacis 
in Christ Jesus” (2:1). That 
grace—that undeserved love from 
God—is stronger than any suffenng 
we can endure. Perhaps quoung 
from an ancient hymn, the wnter 
of 2 Timothy, reminds us: 

Uf we have died with him, we 
shall also live with him. 

If we endure, we shall also reign 
with him. 

As Chnist was victonous over ail 
suffenng, so can we expenence 
that same kind of victory. We may 
be fettered— actually or figura. 
uvely— ‘But the word of God is 
not fettered”! (2:9). No prison, no 
restraints, no limitations can fener 
the gospel of Chnst—or us! We re 
like the little boy whose teacner 
became exasperated because he 
was always standing up when he 
was supposed to be sitting. Pushing 
him down 1n his seat, she said. 
“Now stay there!” To which he 
replied: “Outside | may he sitting 
down, but inside I’m sail standing' 

And that’s in the rules. too!

Q: When was the first time a 
professional women’s sports 
league enjoyed weekly network 
television coverage of its 
games? 

A: It hasn't happened yet. 
NBC will make history this 
summer when the network pre- 
sents coverage of the inaugural 
season of the Women’s Nation- 
al Basketball Association, an 
independent venture of the Na- 
tional Basketball Association.

The league boasts two other 
members of the women’s 
dream team: Sheryl Swoopes 
of the Houston Comets and 
Ruthie Bolton-Holifield of the 
Sacramento Monarchs. 

Games have two 20-minute 
halves, and the court has NBA- 
style rectangular lanes. 

The eight-team league is di- 
vided into Eastern and Western 
conferences. Assigned to the 
West with the Sparks and Mon- 
archs are the Phoenix Mercury 
and Utah Starzz. With the Lib- 
erty and Comets in the East are 
the Charlotte Sting and Cleve- 
land Rockers.

Bay Commission 
Unveils New 
Boundary Signs 


Nhe Chesapeake Bay 
Commission recently guar- 
anteed that millions of 
drivers on 1-68 in Western 
Maryland and on I-95 near 
the Maryland-Delaware 
border will get a lesson in 
geography and the environ- 
ment. New highway signs 
were unveiled that mark the 
far western and northeast- 
ern boundaries of the Ches- 
apeake Bay watershed in 
Maryland. 

Phe 1-68 signs, featuring 
native brook trout, lively 
river rafters, and a black 
bear, were dedicated June 9 
by local, state, and federal 
officials and citizens in a 
ribbon-cutting ceremony 
outside Grantsville, near the 
Eastern Continental Divide. 
The signs on I-95 are sched- 
uled to be installed within 
the week. 

State Highway Adminis- 
tration officials estimate 
that more the 5.25 million 
drivers a year will pass the 
1-68 signs. The Maryland 
Transportation Authority 
estimates that more than 
25.3 willion vehicles.a ygar 
will pass the I-95 signs. 

The new signs are spon- 
sored by the Chesapeake 
Bay Commission and fund- 
ed through a grant from the 
Chesapeake Bay Trust and 
the Maryland State High- 
way Administration. The 
signs are symbols of the 
watershed boundaries. 
"[iach one is designed to be 
a little bit different depict- 
ing the bounties that the 
local region has to offer,” 
said Ann Swanson, execu- 
tive director of the Chesa- 
peake Bay Commission. 
The Western Maryland 
signs show features of the 
forests and rivers, while the 


1-95 signs feature symbols 
of the coastal area. 

More signs are planned. 
"Eventually these signs will 
ring the watershed, bringing 
the bay and river connec- 
tion home to _ people 
throughout the region,” said 
John F. Wood Jr., Maryland 
state delegate and chairman 
of the Chesapeake Bay 
Commission’s Maryland 
Delegation. “They are a 
reminder that we're all 
connected and it’s our 
collective responsibility to 
help protect our own local 
water and the bay,” he said. 

“The upper Potomac 
River is Western Mary 
land’s connection to the 
Chesapeake Bay and many 
people in this region are 
actively helping to protect 
and restore the river. These 
signs will help motorists 
better understand that the 
lands that affect the bay’s 
health often lie far from its 
shores,” said Casper R. 
Taylor Jr., speaker of the 
Maryland House of Dele- 
gates. 

Part of an educational 
effort, the signs highlight 
the concept of the bay 
watershed or drainage area, 
which ‘includes 64,000 
square miles of land that 
drains into the bay. 

The Chesapeake Bay 
Commission is an advisory 
commission founded in 
1980 to help Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, and Virginia 


to manage and restore the 
Chesapeake Bay and _ its 
rivers.

Northern High School Pilots 


National Virtual Reality Program 
by Tom Bulka 


Northern High School is 
one of I] educational insti- 
tutions selected from a 
nation-wide search to pilot 
a program designed to 
study the possible uses of 
virtual reality (VR) in edu- 
cation. The program is a 
National Science lounda 
tion grant sponsored by the 
National Center for Super- 
compuling Applications 
(NCSA) that are housed at 
the University of Illinois. 


NCSA created the first 
graphical web browser 
called MOSAIC. One of 


their workers went on to 
use that technology to cre- 
ate a company and web 
browser called Netscape. 
Participants representing 
six states include: the Illi- 
nois State Museum, Mon- 
tana State University, 
Quinebaug Valley Commu- 


nity lechnical College in 
Connecticul, Northern 
High, Ralston High and 


North High in Nebraska, 
Urbana High in’ Illinois, 
West lssex Regional High 
in New Jersey, Wilson Mid- 
dle School and Charleston 
Junior High in Hlinois, and 
Peterson Elementary School 
in Montana. 

Ihe intent of the first 
year of the program has 
been to expose educators to 
various degrees of virtual 
reality with the hopes that 
some of the fruits of such 
cutting edge technology 
might prove useful in the 
field of education. July will 
mark the end of the first 
year of the program. A se- 
lect group of the original 
participants, based upon 
their work during the first 
year, has been invited to 
continue in the program for 
a second year. One educa- 
tional institution from cach 
“level” of education has 
been selected. Northern has 
been selected to serve as 
the high school participant. 


Most people think of 
headsets, called Head 
Mounted Displays, with 


sensor gloves when they are 
asked about virtual reality. 
Phough popularized on tel- 








evision and at video ar- 
cades, this type of equip- 
ment has been abandoned 
for a less cumbersome pair 
of shutter glasses and a de- 
vice called a wand, which is 
similar to a combination 
mouse/joystick. 

Ihere are varying levels 
of VR with the quality of 
the experience directly re- 
lated to the cost of the de- 
vices. The most impressive 
device for rendering virtual 
worlds is called the CAVE:. 
Ihe CAVI: is a multi-per- 
son, room-sized, high-reso- 
tution, 3D video and audio 
environment. It was devel- 
oped at I-lectronics Visual- 
ization Laboratory at the 
University ol Hlinois and is 
available commercially 
through Pyramid Systems 
Inc, The images are project- 
ed onto the walls and Moor 
of the room so that the in- 
dividual is totally immersed 
in the world. It is the pre- 
cursor to the “"holodeck” of 
Star Trek fame. The cost of 
this device puts it out of the 
reach of all but research fa- 
cilities and large corpora- 
tions, or example, Cater- 
pillar uses such a device to 
lest its tractors as comput- 
erdesigned models first, be- 
lore manufacturing a “work- 
ing model.” 

Iwo other devices, the 
InmersaDesk and the Infin- 
ity Wall, make up the sec- 
ond tier of VR. They are 
large screen devices. Ihe 
Infinity Wall takes up one 
whole wall, whereas the Im- 
mersaDesk is about the size 
of a large projection televi- 
sion. Both use shutter glass- 
es and a wand. While less 
expensive than a CAVE, 
their cost is in the six digit 
category. 

Northern students — ex- 
plored the realm of low-end 
VR, using a language called 
virtual reality modeling lan- 
guage (VRML). Students 
used this language to ren- 
der three-dimensional 
worlds and objects and 
made them available to oth- 
ers via the Internet. Stu- 
dents learned the basics ol

three-dimensional space, in- 
cludmg the not. so_ trivial 
concepts of orientation and 
rotation. They began with 
simple 3D models, such as a 
snowman, and progressed 
to more complex models. 
Students created a model of 
the high school which one 
could walk through and ex- 
plore. 

Ihe = students — rapidly 
mastered 3) modeling and 
their expertise was sought 
by others. They collaborat- 
ed with the Illinois State 
Museum to help them ren- 
der 3D representations of a 
mastodon dig in Missouri. 
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Ihe added dimension al- 
lows scientists to better 
visualize the distribution of 
artifacts and hence make a 
better determination — of 
what was happening at that 
time. Northern also helped 
the Shodor Foundation, a 
hon-prolit’ educational 
consortium, construct a 
three-dimensional — galaxy 
model which “evolved,” 
based upon cach stars ve- 
locity and the gravitational 
forces al play amongst the 
various stars.

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State, County 
Jobless Rates 
Fall In April 


Maryland’s declining un- 
employment rate fell from 
4.6 percent in March to 4.4 
percent in April, continuing 
a positive trend that has oc- 
curred in recent months. 
While employment levels in 
the state rose for the third 
consecutive month benefit- 
ing job seekers, unemploy- 
ment rates dropped by 
more than a full percentage 
point or held steady in all 
but two jurisdictions. 

Garrett County's jobless 
rate also fell, from 13.1 per- 


cent in March to 12.4 per- 
cent in April, but was near- 
ly two points higher than 
last April's rate of 10.6 per- 
cent. 

“Declining unemploy- 
ment rates and increasing 
employment levels across 
the state indicate growing 
strength in Maryland's 
economy,” said Governor 
Parris Glendening. “As we 
move closer to summer, we 
are very optimistic that em- 
ployment levels will expand 
and job opportunities will 
continue to open for high 
school and college students 
looking for summer work."

LEWIS & CLARK 


To be the first human being to set 
foot in a new place can be intoxicat- 
ing to some people. Imagine the 
excitement, then, when President 
Thomas Jefferson appointed his pri- 
vate secretary to explore a territory 
equivalent in size to all of the United 
States of America of that day. 

Napoleon Bonaparte, then emperor 
of France, in 1803 had decided to nd 
himself of the vast Louisiana 
Territory in North America he had 
acquired from Spain only two years 
previously. Bonaparte was motivated 
by a humiliating defeat in a slave 
uprising in Haiti, as well as the need 
for cash to pay for his European con- 
flicts. 

That was the opportunity offered to 
Meriwether Lewis in 1803. He had 
been a regular soldier and captain in 
the First Infantry, and chose for his 
partner in the great adventure 
William Clark. The two had served 
together in the Army, and had great 
respect for each other. 

Clark was only 33 when the expe- 
dition set out, yet he was the oldest of 
the 45 men. Lewis was only 29. 
Young as they were, they understood 
the importance of careful planning. 
They spent the entire winter of 1803- 
04 north of St. Louis, training and 
preparing for what lay ahead — even 
though they did not know exactly 
what that was. 

They went as far as they could the 
first year — 1600 miles up the 
Missouri River — and wintered over 
with the last tribe of Native 
Americans to have knowledge of 
Europeans. Lewis and Clark received 
help from a French trapper, Toussaint 
Charbonneau and his Shoshoni wife, 
Sacajawea. 

Because of their careful planning 
and preparation, Lewis and Clark 
could explore completely unknown 
territory and bring back with them- 
selves information about its resources 
and potential. Their respect for the 
Native populations meant minimal 
friction. Both qualities together 
allowed them to accomplish their task 
with the loss of life of only one mem- 
ber of the expedition.

NIGHT FALLS ON MANHAT- 
TAN (Rated R — profanity, vio- 
lence, sexuality. Running Time: 120 
minutes. ***) 

New York City has had its share of 
police corruption, the latest being the 
famous “Dirty 30" situation, in which 
30 police officers from one precinct 
have been accused of shaking down 
drug dealers and extorting pay-off 
money. This latest Sidney Lumet 
offering explores that seedy world. 

Andy Garcia portrays Sean Casey, 
an ex-cop turned lawyer, who eventu- 
ally makes it to the rank of Assistant 
District Attorney. The case he’s trying 
involves a cop-killing drug dealer, 
Jordan Washington (Shiek Mahmud- 
Bey). The D.A. (Ron Leibman) is 
particularly interested in this case 
since it’s Casey's father, a veteran 
narcotics detective, who was critical- 
ly wounded trying to arrest the dealer. 

Enter Sam Vigoda (Richard 
Dreyfuss), Washington's attorney. In 
court he charges that Washington's 
actions were out of self-defense and 
that he was really the victim of 
“dirty” cops who were trying to kill 
him when he refused to give them 
more “protection” money. Casey per- 
forms brilliantly in court and 
Washington is convicted as a result. 

When Casey is elevated to D.A., 
replacing his boss, Vigoda visits him, 
sull insisting that there were corrupt 
cops involved in the case. Casey 
launches an investigation. Ah, but 
herein lies the crux of the movie. 
Ultimately, Casey’s findings lead him 
directly to his dad, Liam, and Casey's 
forced to deal with some life-altering 
events. 

Lumet is a genius at this sort of 
scenario. He gets gut-wrenching per- 
formances from his actors and the 
emotional fallout is powerful. The 
entire cast is excellent, but it is Garcia 
who shines here. 

While this isn’t exactly a “family” 
flick, the adults in the household 
won't be disappointed!

Q. When was the crazy quilt 
popular? 

A. The crazy quilt fad started in the 
late 1870s and continued to about 
1900. Fabric pieces of random sizes 
and irregular shapes were stitched 
together to make a large decorative 
rectangle that covered the bed. 

The quilts were first called 
“Japanese patchwork,” probably 
because they were inspired by some 
of the Oriental screen designs first 
seen at the Philadelphia Centennial 
Exposition in 1876. 

The quilts, often just tufted or 
stitched and not quilted, were made 
by needlewomen at home. Thousands 
of small pieces were used in cach 
quilt. 

Some of the magazines of the day 
editorialized that making such com- 
plicated quilts was a waste of time 
and talent. 

To produce a colorful quilt with 
various matenals it required many 
different types of fabnc. Some were 
made from leftover dress fabrics. 
Many were made from boxes of silk, 
plush or velvet remnants or ready- 
made embroidered squares that could 
be ordered from catalogs. 

When Mission style furniture came 
into fashion, the crazy quilt went out 
of style and nbbon quilts became 
popular. They were made of narrow 
ribbons woven together and then fin- 
ished with a stitched border.

Guilty Of DUI 


An Accident woman was 
tried by a jury of her peers 
in Garrett County Circuit 
Court proceedings last 
week. Gina B. Brinson, 31, 
was found guilty of the 
charge of DUI (driving 
while under the influence of 
drugs and/or alcohol) and 
was sentenced by Judge 
Fred A. Thayer.
